THE  JOINT  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
MID-WARWICKSHIRE  COMBINED  DISTRICT. 

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1909 
on  the  health  of  the  Mid- Warwickshire  Combined  District, 
with  which  I  have  been  associated  during  the  year  first  as 
Deputy  for  Dr.  Wilson  whilst  he  was  on  sick  leave,  then  as  his 
Assistant,  and  since  his  retirement  in  September  as  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I  also  beg  to  lay  before  you  copies 
of  the  separate  annual  Reports  on  the  health  of  the  ten 
constituent  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  and  also  the  statistical 
tables  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  In  addition 
to  these  Annual  Reports,  in  pursuance  of  Dr.  Wilson’s  proce¬ 
dure,  Quarterly  Reports  have  been  regularly  submitted  to  all 
the  District  Councils,  whilst  in  the  case  of  Yardley,  monthly 
Summaries  have  also  been  laid  before  the  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittee.  During  the  year  both  Dr.  Wilson  and  myself  have 
presented  numerous  Special  Reports  as  occasion  required. 
Reports  have  also  been  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  County  Councils  concerned  in  the  case  of  all  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  which  have  necessitated  the  closure  of 
schools. 


I.  AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

While  the  area  of  the  Combined  District  remains  the  same, 
the  population,  as  estimated  in  the  middle  of  the  year  by  Dr. 
Wilson,  amounted  to  171,240,  showing  an  increase  of  3,520 
over  the  estimated  population  of  the  previous  year.  The 
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estimated  increase  of  population  shows  a  decided  falling  off, 
since  in  1908  it  was  6,010,  in  1907  7,500,  in  1906  6,000,  while 
in  1905  it  was  3,000.  Last  year,  as  usual,  by  far  the  greater 
part  of  this  increase  occurred  at  Yardley,  where  the  estimated 
increase  of  population  was  2,820  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

II.  COMPARISON  OF  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATES  IN 
THE  SEVERAL  DISTRICTS  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

1.  Birth-Rates. — From  Table  I.  appended  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  is,  as  usual,  great  variation  between  the  birth¬ 
rates  of  the  various  districts,  the  highest  being  that  of  Rugby 
Rural,  which  was  23.4  per  1,600  of  the  population,  and  the 
lowest  that  of  Rugby  Urban,  which  was  17.9  per  1,600  of  the 
population.  The  average  rate  for  the  whole  of  the  Combined 
District  was  21.8  per  1,600  of  the  total  population,  comparing 
with  23.3  for  1908,  and  23.7  for  1907.  The  Registrar  General’s 
Returns  for  last  year  show  a  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
exclusive  of  the  76  great  towns  and  the  143  smaller  towns,  of 
25.6,  as  compared  with  26.2  for  1907.  It  thus  appears  that 
the  birth-rate  of  the  Combined  District  has  fallen  more 
rapidly  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  country. 

2.  Nett  Death-Rates. — There  has  also  been  consider¬ 
able  variation  between  the  various  death-rates,  the  highest 
being  that  of  Crick  Rural  District,  which  was  17.1  per  1,600, 
and  the  lowest  that  of  Rugby  Urban  District,  which  was  9.7 
per  1,600.  The  average  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  the 
Combined  District  was  11.9  per  1,000  of  the  total  population, 
comparing  with  11.8  for  1908,  and  11.9  for  1907.  This  com¬ 
pares  with  an  average  rate  of  14.5  for  the  whole  of  the  rural 
and  small  urban  districts  of  England  and  Wales  during  1909. 

3.  Zymotic  Death-Rates. — The  death-rates  from  the 
principal  zymotic  diseases  were  comparatively  low  in  most  of 
the  districts,  the  highest  being  that  for  Southam  Rural 
District,  which  was  1.69  per  1,600  of  the  population,  and  the 
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lowest  being  that  for  Warwick  Rural,  which  was  0.34  per  1,000. 
The  average  zymotic  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  the  Combined 
District  was  0.68  per  1,000  of  the  total  population,  compared 
with  0.80  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  the  rural  and  small 
urban  districts  of  England  and  Wales. 

4.  Death-Rates  from  Phthisis. — The  Borough  of 
Warwick,  as  in  the  previous  year,  showed  the  highest  death- 
rate  from  this  disease,  which  was  1.13  per  1,000.  Warwick 
Rural  District  showed  the  lowest  rate,  namely,  0.25  per 
1,000.  The  average  death-rate  for  the  whole  Combined 
District  was  0.71  per  1,000  of  the  total  population,  comparing 
with  0.81  in  1908,  and  0.71  in  1907. 

5.  Death-Rates  from  Cancer. — Meriden  Rural  Dis¬ 
trict  showed  the  highest  death-rate  from  this  disease,  namely, 
1.57  per  1,000,  whilst  the  lowest  rate  was  0.44  in  Crick  Rural 
District.  The  average  death-rate  for  the  whole  Combined 
District  was  0.93  per  1,000  of  the  total  population,  comparing 
with  0.84  for  1908  and  0.89  for  1907. 

6.  Rates  of  Infant  Mortality. — The  average  rate  of 
infant  mortality  for  the  whole  of  the  Combined  District  only 
amounted  to  78  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  a  rate  of  88 
for  the  previous  year,  and  a  rate  of  98  for  the  rural  and  small 
urban  districts  of  England  and  Wales  during  1909.  The 
highest  was  that  for  Southam  Rural  District,  which  was  114 
per  1,000  births,  and  the  lowest  that  for  Crick  Rural  District, 
which  was  only  36.  In  the  populous  district  of  Yardley  the 
rate  was  as  low  as  89  per  1,000  births.  Whilst  the  absence  of 
hot  weather  during  the  Summer  months  no  doubt  favourably 
affected  the  infant  death-rate,  due  credit  must  be  given  to  the 
valuable  work  of  the  Health  Visitors.  The  lessening  of  the 
infant  death-rate  to  a  large  extent  helps  to  counterbalance  the 
lessening  birth-rate,  and  the  problem  of  preserving  infant  life 
is  becoming  year  by  year  more  important. 
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7.  Influenza. — Table  II.  shows  that  58  deaths  were 
attributed  to  this  disease  during  the  year,  giving  a  death-rate 
of  0.34  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Although  this  is  a 
disease  which  is  no  index  of  sanitary  progress  it  is  noteworthy 
that  the  death-rate  shows  a  decided  tendency  to  increase,  the 
rate  for  1908  being  0.27,  and  that  for  1907  0.24  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

III.  INCIDENCE,  PREVALENCE,  AND  MORTALITY 

OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  IN  THE  SEVERAL 

DISTRICTS. 

1.  Small-Pox. — Only  one  case  was  notified  of  this 
disease  during  the  year.  This  case  occurred  in  January  in  a 
man  who  had  contracted  the  disease  in  Cairo  and  returned, 
during  its  early  stages,  to  his  home  at  Rugby.  Prompt 
removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Joint  Small-Pox  Hospital,  and 
vaccination  together  with  a  period  of  quarantine  in  the  case 
of  the  other  inmates  of  the  house,  sufficed  to  prevent  any 
spread  of  the  disease. 

Two  schools  were  closed  for  the  prevalence  of  Chicken-pox 
at  Hampton-in-Arden  and  Shustoke  respectively,  otherwise 
the  districts  have  been  very  free  from  any  prevalence  of  this 
disease. 

2.  Measles. — The  total  number  of  deaths  from  this 
disease  in  the  Combined  District  amounted  to  21,  as  compared 
with  12  in  1908,  and  18  in  1907.  This  represents  an  immediate 
death-rate  of  0.12  per  1,000  of  the  population  ;  but  this  does 
not  include  the  deaths  which  eventually  result  from  the 
complications  and  after  effects  of  Measles,  which  undoubtedly 
tend  to  make  the  disease  a  very  serious  factor  in  mortality 
statistics.  Unfortunately  Measles  is  usually  regarded  by 
parents  as  a  slight  ailment  of  childhood,  and  receives  little  of 
the  attention  which  is  due  to  it,  having  regard  to  its  possible 
results. 
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As  will  appear  from  the  death-rate,  Measles  was  very- 
prevalent  in  the  districts,  especially  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  ;  23  schools,  or  infant  departments  of  schools,  were 

closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  this 
disease  in  different  districts,  namely  1  in  Warwick  Urban 
District,  5  in  Meriden  Rural  District,  3  in  Rugby  Rural,  6  in 
Solihull  Rural,  1  in  Southam  Rural,  2  in  Warwick  Rural,  and 
5  in  Yardley  Rural  District. 

3.  Scarlet  Fever. — The  total  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  notified  throughout  the  whole  Combined  District 
amounted  to  462,  comparing  with  593  in  1908,  and  511  in 
1907.  The  number  of  deaths  was  6,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
0.03  per  1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  0.07  in  the 
previous  year.  This  number  of  deaths  represents  a  fatality 
rate  of  1.3  per  cent  of  the  cases,  which  compares  favourably 
with  the  death-rate  of  2.19  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
the  total  number  of  cases  278,  or  almost  two-thirds,  were 
notified  in  Yardley,  whereas  in  the  preceding  year  less  than 
half  of  the  total  number  of  cases  were  notified  from  Yardley. 
No  doubt  the  greater  comparative  incidence  in  Yardley  was 
due  to  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  fever  which  prevailed  especially 
during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  in  the  City  of  Birmingham. 

School  Closure  for  this  disease  was  resorted  to  in  the  case 
only  of  Baginton  School  in  the  Warwick  Rural  District,  where 
a  small  outbreak  occurred,  probably  owing  to  infection  brought 
from  Coventry.  As  is  borne  out  by  the  low  death-rate,  the 
majority  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type. 

4.  Whooping  Cough. — This  disease  was  registered  as 
the  cause  of  23  deaths  during  the  year,  comparing  with  21  in 
the  previous  year,  and  giving  a  death-rate  of  0.13  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  Whooping  cough  occurred  in  scattered  out¬ 
breaks  at  various  times  through  the  year,  necessitating  the 
closure  of  10  schools  in  all — 1  in  Kenilworth  Urban  District, 

1  in  Meriden  Rural,  3  in  Rugby  Rural,  1  in  Solihull  Rural,  1  in 
Southam  Rural,  and  3  in  Warwick  Rural  District. 
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5.  Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease 
notified  was  285,  comparing  with  284  of  the  previous  year,  and 
the  deaths  numbered  39,  comparing  with  33  of  the  previous 
year.  This  number  represents  a  death-rate  of  0.23  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  and  a  fatality  rate  of  13.7  per  cent,  of  eases. 
Solihull  Rural  District,  as  in  the  previous  year,  showed  a 
disproportionately  large  return  of  cases  and  a  high  mortality. 
Yardley  returned  126  of  the  total  285  cases.  Two  schools 
were  closed  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  in 
the  Spring — Knowle  in  the  Solihull  Rural  District,  and 
Marton  in  the  Rugby  Rural  District.  In  the  latter  case  a 
small  but  virulent  outbreak  resulted  in  3  deaths. 

6.  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — The  number  of  cases 
of  this  disease  notified  was  35,  comparing  with  28  during  the 
previous  year.  Of  these  cases  6  proved  fatal,  comparing  with 
2  in  the  previous  year,  and  giving  a  mortality  of  17.3  per  cent, 
of  cases.  In  most  instances  no  connection  could  be  traced 
between  the  various  cases,  and  there  was  nowhere  any 
threatened  prevalence  of  the  disease. 

7.  Puerperal  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  this 
disease  notified  was  6,  and  of  these  4  proved  fatal.  It  is 
significant  to  note  that  these  cases  were  more  frequent  in  the 
practice  of  unqualified  midwives,  and  in  2  of  the  fatal  cases 
ignorance  and  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  attendant 
obviously  contributed  to  the  result.  In  spite  of  the  various 
difficulties  associated  with  the  working  of  the  Midwives ’  Act 
of  1902,  the  ultimate  effect  must  be  to  greatly  lessen  the 
incidence  of  this  very  fatal  disease. 

8.  Diarrhoea. — The  number  of  deaths  from  this 
disease  amounted  to  22,  as  compared  with  30  during  the 
previous  year.  No  doubt,  as  mentioned  under  the  heading 
of  Infant  Mortality,  the  absence  of  hot  weather  during  the 
Summer  and  Autumn  months  directly  contributed  to  this 
small  mortality,  representing  as  it  does  only  0.12  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 


9.  Phthisis. — Under  this  heading  it  is  convenient  to 
briefly  outline  the  main  points  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuber¬ 
culosis)  Regulations  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
in  1908,  which  came  into  force  at  the  beginning  of  the  past 
year.  By  these  Regulations  it  is  the  duty  of  Medical  Officers 
of  Poor  Law  Institutions  and  District  Medical  Officers  to 
notify  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  all  cases  of  Phthisis  in 
pauper  patients  in  their  charge,  and  it  is  also  the  duty  of 
Superintending  Officers  and  Relieving  Officers  to  notify  to  him 
all  changes  of  address  of  such  patients.  The  Order  also  gives 
power  to  Local  Authorities  to  take  various  steps  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  Phthisis  from  infection  from  these  cases,  and  to 
supply  any  necessary  appliances  or  instruction  in  the  form  of 
handbills  to  the  same  end. 

During  the  year  68  such  notifications  were  received  with 
reference  to  49  male  and  19  female  patients  in  the  various 
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The  proportionately  greater  numbers  of  notifications  in  War¬ 
wick  Urban  and  Solihull  Rural  Districts  are  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  the  majority  of  these  were  notified  from  the  respec¬ 
tive  Union  Workhouse,  which  in  each  case  receives  cases  from 
a  much  wider  area  than  the  district  from  which  it  takes  its 
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name.  The  same  conditions  apply  to  Rugby  Urban  District, 
but  only  3  notifications  were  received  from  that  district.  On 
the  whole  the  number  of  notifications  has  been  smaller  than 
might  have  been  anticipated  ;  indeed,  after  the  first  few  weeks 
of  the  new  year,  when  most  of  the  cases  of  phthisical  inmates 
of  the  Union  Workhouses  were  notified,  many  of  whom  had 
been  residents  in  the  institutions  for  considerable  periods,  the 
notifications  became  extremely  sparse. 

Where  the  patient  lives  at  home  he  is  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  ;  or,  in  the  case  of  Yardley  Rural  District 
by  the  Health  Visitor,  a  careful  inspection  made  of  his  sur¬ 
roundings,  and  the  general  sanitary  details  of  the  premises 
occupied,  and  advice  is  given  with  regard  to  such  points  as 
the  disposal  of  sputum,  the  desirability  of  the  patient  sleeping 
alone  with  bedroom  window  open,  and  other  subjects  having 
a  bearing  on  the  prevention  of  spread  of  the  disease. 

In  cases  where  the  patient  has  been  removed  to  the  Union 
Workhouse  or  elsewhere,  the  Vacated  premises  are  visited, 
and,  where  feasible,  disinfection  carried  out. 

A  register  of  all  cases  notified  is  kept,  so  that  the  cases 
may  be  visited  at  intervals. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
in  Yardley  Rural  District,  in  every  case  of  death  from  Phthisis, 
whether  in  a  poor  patient  or  otherwise,  the  house  is  visited 
and  disinfection  offered  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  with  the 
result  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  this  is  carried  out.  In 
some  other  districts  of  the  Combination  a  similar  arrangement 
exists,  but  the  Sanitary  Inspector  calls  only  at  the  request  of 
the  medical  attendant,  who  in  many  cases  may  not  know  that 
there  is  such  a  provision  for  disinfection. 

In  view  of  the  heavy  mortality  of  Phthisis,  it  is  much  to 
be  hoped  that  effort  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  the  Memorandum 
mentioned  and  in  other  directions  may  in  time  reduce  the 
incidence  of  this  disease. 
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From  the  foregoing  details  it  appears  that  the  health  of 
the  Combined  District  as  a  whole  has  been  well  maintained, 
the  various  death-rates  being  well  below  the  average  for  the 
country  generally.  The  low  infant  mortality  is  a  particularly 
satisfactory  feature  of  the  past  year’s  statistics. 

IV.  PRECAUTIONARY  MEASURES. 

All  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  are  notified  are 
promptly  enquired  into  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Printed, 
as  well  as  verbal,  instructions  are  given  ;  disinfectants  are 
supplied  when  necessary  ;  and,  in  districts  provided  with 
hospital  accommodation,  any  cases  which  are  recommended 
for  removal  by  the  medical  attendants,  are  promptly  removed 
to  hospital,  unless,  of  course,  the  particular  hospital,  as 
happens  occasionally,  is  already  full.  Enquiry  is  also  made 
into  source  of  origin  of  the  disease,  the  premises  are  inspected, 
and  if  there  is  reason  to  suspect  the  well-water,  a  sample  is 
forwarded  to  the  analyst,  and  meanwhile  caution  is  given  as 
to  its  use.  Where  cases  crop  up  in  milk-shops,  dairies,  or  in 
places  of  business  from  which  there  is  risk  of  spread  to  the 
general  public,  special  precautions  are  taken,  and  in  all  places 
of  business  in  which  there  is  risk  of  spread  among  the  employes, 
information  is  given  to  the  employers.  Notification  is  also 
given  to  all  head  school  teachers  of  any  cases  which  may  crop 
up  in  their  schools,  or  in  families  with  children  attending  school, 
and  before  advising  the  closure  of  any  school,  the  local 
managers  and  teachers  are  consulted.  In  connection  with  the 
subject  of  infectious  disease  amongst  school  children,  it  is 
convenient  to  mention  here  an  important  Memorandum  issued 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  conjunction  with  the  Board 
of  Education  in  September,  1909.  This  Memorandum  has 
placed  the  whole  subject  on  a  new  footing,  and  is  the  natural 
sequence  of  the  appointment  under  the  Education  (Adminis¬ 
trative  Provisions)  Act,  1907,  of  School  Medical  Officers. 
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This  Memorandum  deals  with  the  closure  of  public  elemen¬ 
tary  schools,  and  the  exclusion  of  individual  scholars  in  cases 
where  such  procedure  is  considered  necessary  on  the  grounds 
of  public  health.  School  closure  for  the  ordinary  infectious 
diseases  of  childhood  is  discouraged  except  in  exceptional 
circumstances,  and  the  prompt  exclusion  of  individual 
scholars  in  the  infective  stages  of  the  disease  is  suggested  as 
the  more  effectual  proceeding,  for  which  as  well  as  school 
closure  very  definite  rules  are  laid  down.  In  the  cases  where 
school  closure  is  necessary,  the  method  sanctioned,  and  by 
which  the  grant  is  assured  during  closure,  is  the  issue  of  a 
certificate  advising  such  closure  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  countersigned  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  This, 
of  course,  necessitates  a  working  agreement  between  these  two 
Officers,  and  frequent  consultations  over  exceptional  cases. 
All  certificates  given  in  the  J  oint  District  since  the  issue  of  this 
Memorandum  have  been  the  result  of  such  co-operation. 

Further,  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum,  the  County 
Education  Authorities  have  arranged  that  all  head  teachers 
shall  notify  cases  of  infectious  disease  of  every  kind  which 
occur  amongst  their  scholars  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  district.  The  chief  purpose  of  this  system  of  notification 
is  that  parents  of  the  patients  shall  be  instructed  to  keep  their 
children  from  contact  with  others  who  may  contract  the 
disease  from  them  whilst  in  an  infectious  state,  and  that 
threatened  outbreaks  may  thus  be  averted  ;  whilst  the  system 
facilitates  enquiries  into  the  origin  and  distribution  of  out¬ 
breaks. 

Whilst  it  is  obvious  that  such  individual  attention  to  cases 
of  infectious  disease  amongst  school  children,  if  thoroughly 
carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Medical  Officers, 
will  have  great  effect  in  warding  off  outbreaks,  a  serious 
drawback  is  the  insufficiency  of  the  present  Sanitary  staff, 
especially  in  large  rural  districts/to  visit  individual  cases  often 
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numerous  and  scattered  at  wide  distances.  However,  a 
beginning  has  been  made,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
various  officials  concerned,  much  may  develop  from  a  line  of 
action  so  eminently  rational  as  compared  with  the  time- 
honoured  method  of  school  closure  for  varying  periods,  during 
which  the  children  often  mix,  in  towns  and  villages  at  least, 
more  freely  even  than  when  the  school  is  open. 

V.  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

A  Local  Government  Board  Enquiry  was  held  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  with  reference  to  the  proposed  new 
Solihull  and  Meriden  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  and  building 
rapidly  proceeded  after  the  necessary  sanction  to  the  loan  had 
been  obtained.  The  Hospital  will  probably  be  ready  to 
receive  patients  in  the  summer  of  the  present  year. 

The  feeling  of  the  Yardley  Hospital  Committee  that  a 
completely  new  Hospital  for  the  accommodation  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Typhoid  Fever  is  a  pressing  necessity 
for  the  district  is  one  that  I  fully  share.  The  old  Joint 
Hospital,  which  will  shortly  be  entirely  at  Yardley ’s  disposal, 
in  my  opinion  would  be  best  demolished,  or  in  any  case  not 
again  used  for  the  reception  of  patients. 

Pressure  is  being  brought  to  bear  by  the  County  Council 
to  induce  the  Rugby  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  provide  a  Hospi¬ 
tal  for  infectious  diseases,  and  at  the  present  moment  the  sub¬ 
ject  is  receiving  much  discussion  by  the  various  Councils  con¬ 
cerned.  Although  the  Joint  District  has  been  of  late  years 
remarkably  fortunate  in  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease, 
the  continuance  of  this  state  of  affairs  is  by  no  means  certain. 
The  experience  of  the  rest  of  the  Mid- Warwickshire  Combina¬ 
tion  is  that,  for  a  certain  proportion  of  the  cases  notified, 
hospital  accommodation  is  of  the  greatest  value,  and  the  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  Rugby  Joint  District  do  not  differ  so  largely  from 
those  in  the  rest  of  the  county  as  to  suggest  that  an  Isolation 
Hospital  will  not  prove,  as  elsewhere,  a  great  advantage  to  the 
constituent  districts. 
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VI.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  AND  SANITARY 

ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors,  throughout  the  year,  have 
continued  to  inspect  the  various  parts  of  their  districts  both 
systematically  and  as  occasion  arose.  I  have  also  devoted  a 
large  portion  of  my  time  to  this  work  in  company  with  the 
Inspectors. 

1.  House  Accommodation. — In  only  a  few  instances 
were  Closing  Orders  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act  made.  In  several  instances  where  the  question  of  closing 
a  dwelling  house  arose,  the  absence  of  suitable  cheap  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  family  which  would  have  been  displaced  has 
been  the  reason  for  postponing  such  a  step,  and  being 
satisfied  for  the  present  with  such  alterations  and  repairs 
as  were  possible  whilst  the  house  still  remained  open. 
The  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909,  has  greatly 
facilitated  the  procedure  with  regard  to  defective  houses,  and 
should  considerably  assist  in  dealing  with  this  problem. 

Various  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with  in  the 
several  districts  from  time  to  time,  but  here  again  the  scarcity 
of  inexpensive  dwelling  houses  in  the  majority  of  villages  often 
leads  to  a  certain  amount  of  unavoidable  compromise  in  such 
cases. 

2.  Water  Supply. — The  Public  Health  (Water)  Act  has 
been  very  thoroughly  administered  in  the  various  districts  ; 
and  where  from  any  cause,  such  as  the  occurrence  of  water 
borne  disease,  the  water  of  any  well  has  been  suspected, 
samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  Analyst.  A  serious 
problem  seems  likely  to  arise  in  some  villages  which  are  sup¬ 
plied  by  surface  wells,  by  the  comparatively  bad  results 
obtained  from  the  analyses  of  sometimes  almost  every  well  in 
the  village.  Whilst  admitting  the  value  of  water  standards 
I  think  that  in  some  cases  a  thorough  analysis,  com¬ 
bined  with  study  of  the  geological  and  general  features  of 
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the  site  of  the  wells,  may  sometimes  lead  to  the  passing  by  the 
analyst  of  water  which  might  otherwise  be  condemned.  These 
considerations  seem  to  me  of  extreme  importance  in  the  case 
of  villages  for  which  a  public  supply,  from  its  great  cost  or  other 
reasons,  is  at  present  impracticable. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  far  the  question  of  a  public 
supply  for  Southam  and  neighbouring  villages  is  still  an  open 
one.  The  joint  supply  has  been  deemed  impracticable,  and 
the  Committee  formed  to  consider  this  has  dissolved.  Various 
possible  methods  of  obtaining  a  supply  for  the  town  of  Southam 
are  now  under  consideration  by  a  special  committee,  and 
some  solution  will  probably  be  obtained  for  this  most  pressing 
difficulty. 

3.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — As  will  be  seen  from  the 
Report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Kenilworth,  a  method  of  excluding 
tan  refuse  from  the  biological  plant  has  been  adopted  with 
beneficial  results  to  the  filter  beds  and  effluent. 

The  sewage  disposal  plant  recently  laid  down  at  Rugby 
has  given  on  the  whole  good  results,  and  the  analysis  of  the 
effluent  produced  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

The  effluent  from  the  Warwick  Urban  Sewage  Farm  has 
not  given  a  good  analysis  on  recent  occasions,  and  the  Council 
have  increased  the  area  of  the  land  upon  which  sewage  is 
treated,  with  the  object  of  improving  the  effluent. 

In  the  Crick  Rural  District  some  extensions  of  sewerage 
have  been  effected  at  Crick  and  Lilbourne. 

In  the  Meriden  Rural  District  sewerage  schemes  have  been 
under  consideration  for  Coleshill  and  Fillongley. 

In  the  Rugby  Rural  District  new  sewers  have  been  laid 
and  sewage  disposal  works  carried  out  at  New  Bilton.  Plans 
were  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  the  sewer¬ 
age  of  Old  Bilton  on  the  London  Road.  A  new  sewer  has  been 
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laid  at  Stretton-on-Dunsmore.  Owing  to  considerable  defects 
being  found  in  the  Hillmorton  sewers  a  portion  has  been  relaid. 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  for  Solihull,  Blossomfield,  and 
Shirley  has  made  rapid  progress  during  the  year. 

In  the  Southam  Rural  District  various  extensions  of 
existing  sewers  have  been  made  in  the  parishes  of  Gaydon, 
Harbury,  and  Southam.  The  effluent  of  the  Southam  outfall 
has  given  an  unsatisfactory  analysis,  and  attention  is  being 
directed  to  its  improvement. 

In  the  Warwick  Rural  District,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
Surveyor’s  Report,  a  number  of  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  in  the  sewerage  of  various  villages. 

In  the  Yardley  Rural  District  extensive  works  have  been 
carried  out  in  the  improvement  of  the  sewerage  of  the  district. 

4.  Bakehouses. — From  the  Reports  of  the  various 
Sanitary  Inspectors  it  will  be  seen  that  constant  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  inspection  of  bake-houses,  and  on  the  whole 
they  are  clean  and  sanitary,  though  in  many  instances  of  old 
and  inconvenient  structure. 

5.  Slaughter-Houses  and  Butcher’s  Meat. — Con¬ 
stant  attention  has  been  given  to  the  slaughter-houses  of  the 
districts,  and  although  many  of  the  registered  slaughter-houses 
especially  leave  much  to  be  desired  as  regards  the  building 
itself  and  its  situation,  they  are  all  kept  in  a  fair  state  of 
cleanliness. 

Various  voluntary  surrenders  of  unsound  meat  have  been 
made  in  the  Rugby  Urban  and  Crick,  Rugby,  and  Yardley 
Rural  Districts.  In  the  two  latter  districts  successful  legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  vendors  in  two 
instances,  but  the  majority  of  cases  of  unsound  meat  have  been 
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brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  by  the 
butchers  themselves,  and  this  with  voluntary  surrender 
subsequently  has  obviated  the  need  for  legal  proceedings. 

6.  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. — All  these  have 
received  constant  inspection.  Whitewashing  of  cowsheds  has 
been  strictly  enforced  twice  a  year,  and  many  structural 
improvements  have  been  advised  and  carried  out.  No  legal 
proceedings  have  been  necessary  in  any  of  the  districts  with 
the  exception  of  Meriden,  where  a  successful  prosecution  was 
undertaken  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order 
in  two  instances  of  gross  neglect.  In  several  districts  marked 
improvement  in  Cowsheds  has  taken  place  both  with  regard  to 
structure  and  general  cleanliness  ;  but  much  more  work  must 
be  undertaken  to  bring  the  average  cowsheds  up  to  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  sanitary  condition. 

7.  Factories  and  Workshops. — The  number  of 
Factories  in  the  Combined  District  are  limited  to  the  towns 
of  Kenilworth,  Warwick,  and  Rugby,  and  the  Rural  Districts 
of  Rugby,  Solihull,  and  Yardley.  Details  of  inspection  of  these 
and  of  the  Workshops  (which  include  Bakehouses)  are  given 
in  the  Home  Office  Form  appended  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
Reports.  Proper  sanitary  conditions  are  enforced,  and  the 
required  Registers  accurately  kept. 

8.  Food  Adulteration  Acts. — The  administration  of 
these  Acts  in  all  the  districts,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Borough  of  Warwick,  devolve  upon  the  County  Councils  and 
their  officers,  but  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Rugby  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts,  as  well  as  of  the  Yardley  District,  have 
been  instructed  to  forward  samples,  more  especially  of  milk 
and  butter,  to  the  Analysts  of  the  counties  concerned,  and  in 
the  Borough  of  Warwick  5  successful  prosecutions  were  taken 
under  these  Acts,  in  Rugby  Urban  District  1,  and  in  Yardley 
Rural  District  2. 
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CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration 
which  I  have  received  from  the  Councils  and  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittees  of  the  various  Districts,  and  my  thanks  to  the  Officials, 
who  have  given  me  the  most  valuable  information  and 
assistance  at  all  times.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  during 
the  past  year. 

Birth  Rate. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year 
amounted  to  120,  113  of  which  were  legitimate  and  7  illegitimate. 
This  represents  an  annual  birth  rate  of  23.2  per  1,000,  which,  as 
will  be  seen  from  Table  I.,  compares  well  with  the  rate  for  1908, 
which  was  19.6,  and  is  only  just  below  the  average  for  the  previous 
io  years. 

Death  Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
amounted  to  73.  But  to  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths 
of  9  persons  belonging  to  the  district,  5  of  which  occurred  at  the 
Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington,  3  at  the  Union  Workhouse, 
Warwick,  and  1  at  Heathcote  Hospital.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  for  the  year  is  thus  82,  equivalent  to  an  annual  death  rate  of 
15.9  per  1,000.  This  death  rate  is  considerably  higher  than  that 
for  the  preceding  year,  and  is  also  greater  than  the  average  for 
the  previous  10  years,  the  higher  mortality  being  chiefly  due  to 
the  larger  number  of  deaths  of  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and 
upwards. 

Infant  Mortality. —jo  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  were  registered,  equivalent  to  the  infant  mortality  of  84  per 
1,000  births,  this  rate  being  considerably  below  the  average  for 
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the  previous  io  years.  Four  infant  deaths  were  due  to  premature 
birth,  2  to  “wasting  disease”  or  marasmus,  and  i  to  measles. 
None  were  due  to  diarrhoea. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. — i  death  was  due  to  typhoid. 
This  occurred  at  the  Heathcote  Hospital  in  the  case  of  one  of  the 
patients  who  contracted  the  disease  in  the  small  outbreak  at  Cross 
Row  in  the  autumn.  Including  the  infant  death  from  measles,  the 
number  of  deaths  due  to  zymotic  disease  was  only  2,  equivalent 
to  the  low  zymotic  death-rate  of  0.39  per  1,000. 

Among  other  causes  of  death,  4  were  registered  as  due  to 
influenza,  5  to  phthisis,  6  to  other  diseases  of  the  lungs,  9  to  heart 
disease,  and  6  to  accidents. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease.— The  total  number  of 
cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year  was  31,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  24  for  the  previous  year.  These  consisted  of 
5  cases  of  diphtheria,  1  case  of  erysipelas,  21  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  4  cases  of  typhoid.  Of  the  5  cases  of 
diphtheria,  3  occurred  in  one  house ;  4  were  removed  to  Heathcote. 
Of  the  21  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  13  occurred  singly  in  13  different 
houses,  the  remaining  8  occurred  in  4  different  houses  ;  these  cases 
were  notified  chiefly  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  and  17  of  the 
21  were  removed  to  Heathcote  Hospital. 

The  4  cases  of  typhoid  occurred  at  Cross  Row,  3  in  one  house 
and  1  in  a  house  opposite.  This  outbreak,  which  occurred  in  the 
autumn  was  associated  with  various  sanitary  defects  in  the  houses 
occupied,  but  the  source  was  not  definitely  traced. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — Only 
1  notification  was  received  during  the  year  under  these  Regulations. 
This  patient,  who  continued  to  live  at  home,  was  visited,  an  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  premises  made,  and  advice  given  on  such  points  as 
disposal  of  sputum,  and  the  desirability  of  some  arrangement  being 
made  for  the  patient  to  sleep  alone  with  bedroom  window  open. 
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Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — With  the  exception  of  Burton  Green  School,  which  was 
closed  in  December  for  whooping  cough,  there  was  no  necessity 
for  school  closure  during  the  year. 

I  now  beg  to  append  the  detailed  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector : — 


REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Chairman  ant  Members  or  the  Kenilworth 
Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen,— 

1  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting’  herewith  my  sixth  Annual 
Report  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  this  being  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1909. 

As  usual  a  resume  of  the  work  in  the  Surveyor’s  Department  is 
contained  in  a  separate  report. 

NUISANCES. 

The  6  unabated  nuisances  mentioned  in  previous  reports  as  standing 
over  from  1906  (the  houses  in  question  not  having  been  occupied  since 
then)  have  been  abated  during  the  year  and  the  houses  occupied.  The 
nuisances  caused  by  2  defectively  drained  houses  and  foul  privies  thereat, 
with  respect  to  which  notices  were  served  in  1907,  were  abated  early  in 
the-  year  under  review  after  tyou  had  instructed  me  to  commence  legal 
proceedings.  Of  the  21  nuisances  with  respect  to  which  notices  were 
served  during  1908,  and  which  were  unabated  at  Jtlie  end  of  that  year, 
13  still  remain  unabated,  i.e.,  11  W.C.’s  without  adequate  flushing 
arrangements  and  2  foul  privies  requiring  conversion  into  W.C.’s. 

Notices  to  abate  176  nuisances  have  been  served  during  the  year. 
The  total  number  of  nuisances  abated  is  158,  which  are  classified  as 
follows: — 5  dirty  houses;  2  overcrowding;  1  accumulation  of  manure;  2 
defective  or  unspouted  roofs;  36  cottages  with  impure  water  supply;  1 
defective  channel  in  cowshed;  4  generally  defective  house  drainages; 
6  partially  defective  house  drainages;  9  insufficient  and  defective  man¬ 
holes;  17  defective  ventilating  shafts  and  soil  pipes;  13  insufficient  flushing 
arrangements  to  W.C.’s;  11  defective  W.C.’s;  10  defective  interceptors  or 
fresh  air  inlets;  12  defective  sink  drainage  and  gullies;  3  foul  privies 
requiring  conversion  into  W.C.’s;  1  foul  rain-water  cistern;  2  foul  cess¬ 
pools;  3  untrapped  rain  water  pipes  connected  to  drain;  1  insufficient 
W.C.  accommodation  to  workshop;  8  stopped  drains;  2  damp  and 
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dilapidated  walls;  1\  unventilated  bedroom;  1  foul  swill  tub;  1  defective 
floor;  3  foul  ditches;  1  no  adequate  receptacle  for  house  refuse; 
2  defective'  paving. 

Eighteen  nuisances  with  respect  to  which  notices  were  served  during 
the  year  remain  unabated,  viz. 9  cottages  with  impure  water  supply  ; 
8  insufficient  flushing  arrangements  to  W.C'/s;  1  defective  manhole. 

The  total  number  of  nuisances  remaining  on  the  books  as  unabated 
at  the  end  of  1909  is  therefore  31,  13  being  brought  forward  from  1908. 

I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  whole  of  these  will  shortly 
be  abated  without  your  having  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings,  and  no 
such  step  has  been  necessary  during  the  past  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFICATION  ACT,  1889. 

During  .the  year  31  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified, 
viz. 21  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  5  oases  of  diphtheria,  4  cases  of  typhoid 
fever,  1  case  of  erysipelas. 

All  the  typhoid  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where 
1  terminated  fatally;  4  cases  of  diphtheria  and  17  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
were  also  removed,  the  remainder  of  the  cases  being  isolated  at  home. 

After  the  removal  or  recovery  of  the  above  cases  the  houses  of  the 
patients  'were  thoroughly  fumigated,  as  also  were  certain  houses  in  which 
deaths  had  taken  place  from  consumption  during  the  year.  Disinfectants 
were  freely  distributed  in  all  cases  where  considered  necessary.  Burton 
Green  Schools  were  closed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  owing  to  the 
prevalence  of  whooping  cough. 

During  the  year  your  representatives  on  the  Heathcote  Joint  Hospital 
Board  have  at  your  request  been  urging  upon  that  Authority  the 
desirability  of  a  nurse  being  sent  out  with  the  ambulance  to  remove 
cases  of  infectious  disease.  This  would  obviate  the  great  danger  at  pre¬ 
sent  existing  of  the  spread  of  infectious  disorders  through  the  mothers 
or  other  relations  who  have  accompanied  children  to  the  Hospital  having 
to  return  to  their  homes  by  train  or  other  public  conveyances.  This  the 
Hospital  Authorities  have  refused  to  do,  and  have  resolved  not  to  send 
out  a  nurse  to  remove  even  very  serious  cases.  Your  representatives  are 
pressing  for  a  revision  of  this  decision,  and  are  endeavouring  to  obtain 
the  support  of  the  other  constituent  authorities. 


SEWERAGE. 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  completed  during  the  year  along  Windy 
Arbour  Road,  Barrowell  Lane,  and  St.  John  Street  in  order  to  enable 
new  property  to  be  efficiently  drained.  All  these  extensions  were  at  the 
expense  of  the  property  owners.  A  30ft.  ventilating  shaft  six  inches  in 
diameter  was  erected  on  the  sewer  at  Whitemoor  about  midsummer,  ind 
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the  old  surface  vents  closed,  since  when  there  has  been  no  repetition  of 
the  complaints  respecting'  nuisance  caused  by  sewer  gas.  A  new  six-inch 
ventilating-  shaft  lias  been  erected  in  Southbank  Road  and  another  in 
Odibourne  Close.  All  the  sewers  in  the  district  have  been  regularly 
flushed  thrice  weekly. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

These  works  have  produced  a  satisfactory  effluent  throughout  the 
year.  In  September,  arrangements  were  made  with  Messrs.  T.  Day  a  ad 
Co.,  whereby  the  spent  tan  liquor  is  only  discharged  into  the  sewers  at 
stated  intervals  after  due  noice  has  been  given  to  me.  This  enables  me 
to  treat  this  waste  without  passing  same  through  the  bacteriological 
plant.  Since  this  arrangement  lias  been  working  the  condition  of  the 
beds  has  been  much  improved.  The  following  is  the  result  of  a  recent 
analysis  of  the  effluent:—

In  the  Spring  of  the  year  a  layer  of  media,  about  6  in.  thick,  was 
removed  from  the  top  of  three  beds,  washed  and  replaced.  In  addition 
to  this  two  of  these  beds  were  top  dressed  with  3  in.  of  in.  broken  slag. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  work  has  been  thoroughly  carried  out  during  the  year,  your 
practice  being  to  empty"  dust  bins  ^  once  a  fortnight  and  "  ash  pits  ” 
when  required.  As  usual  numerous  requests  were  received  during  the 
summer  months  for  a  weekly  removal  of  the  contents  of  the  dust  bins, 
but  after  due  consideration  you  were  unable,  on  the  score  of  expense, 
to  make  such  frequent  collection. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  5  slaughter-houses  on  the  register  have  been  periodically 
inspected  throughout  the  year.  On  several  occasions  I  have  had  to  speak 
to  the  occupiers  respecting  allowing  manure  and  filth  to  accumulate,  and 
also  respecting  boiling  of  offal.  These  matters  have  always  been 
immediately  attended  to  after  complaint.  Stricter  compliance  with  the 
bye-laws  by  the  various  tenants  Avould  obviate  the  necessity  for  a  lot 
of  these  complaints. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Four  workshops  have  been  registered  during  the  year.  The  total  now 
on  the  register  is: — Factories  4,  workshops  and  workplaces  30;  total  34. 
All  these  I  have  frequently  inspected,  and  it  has  only  been  necessary  to 
serve  one  notice,  that  being  with  respect  to  insufficient  W.C.  accommo¬ 
dation. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

The  number  of  bakehouses  on  the  register  is  9,  this  being  the  same 
as  last  year.  These  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  I  have 
not  found  it  necessary  to  serve  any  notices,  any  small  matters  calling 
for  attention  having  been  immediately  put  right.  One  of  these  bake¬ 
houses  is  unused,  and  of  the  remaining  8,  4  are  fairly  modern  buildings 
and  in  very  good  condition.  The  remaining  four  are  very  old  premises, 
but  are  kept  as  satisfactory  as  possible  having  regard  to  the 
circumstances. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER,  1880. 

Three  persons  have  been  registered  as  dairymen  during  the  year.  No 
notices  have  been  served  with  respect  to  dairies  and  milksliops,  and  only 
one  notice  with  respect  to  cowsheds,  that  being  respecting  defective 
channelling  and  paving. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (WATER)  ACT,  1878. 

Seventeen  certificates  under  this  Act  have  been  granted  for  41  new 
houses  and  cottages  completed  during  the  year,  which  I  have  reported  as 
having  a  wholesome  and  sufficient  water  supply.  All  these  houses,  with 
one  exception,  are  supplied  from  the  Water  Company’s  mains.  During 
the  year  15  samples  of  water  from  various  wells  supplying  G9  cottages  in 
various  parts  of  the  district  were  submitted  for  analysis.  Nine  of  these 
samples  proved  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes,  and  one  of  the  remain¬ 
der  (from  which  source  four  cottages  drew  their  supply)  was  reported 
upon  as  being  “  Suspicious,”  and  this  I  am  keeping  under  observation. 
A  sample  of  water  from  the  Company’s  mains  was  also  submitted  for 
analysis,  when  the  usual  highly  satisfactory  report  was  obtained.  Eleven 
notices  were  served  respecting  impure  and  insufficient  water  supply  to  45 
cottages.  All  these  notices  have  either  been  attended  to  or  the  work  is 
at  present  in  hand. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Twenty-two  plans  have  been  approved  during  the  year  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  new  buildings,  etc.,  viz. 1  house,  8  villas,  17  cottages,  1  house  and 
shop,  8  alterations  to  houses,  5  conversions  of  cottages  into  shops,  2 
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alterations  to  public  houses,  2  alterations  to  motor  garages.  All  these 
works  are  either  completed  or  are  in  hand,  with  the  exception  of  the 
building  of  one  house  and  the  alterations  to  one  public-house,  which  have 
not  yet  been  commenced.

I  beg  tc  submit  my  'report  on  the  health  of  the  town  during 
the  past  year. 

Birth  Rate — The  number  of  births  registered  amounted  to 
406,  389  of  which  were  legitimate  and  17  illegitimate.  This  repre¬ 
sents  an  annual  birth  rate  of  17.9  per  1,000 — the  lowest  rate  for 
the  past  11  years,  the  average  for  the  previous  10  years  being  22.9 
per  1,000. 

Death  Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
amounted  to  249.  But  from  this  number  must  be  substracted  the 
deaths  of  35  persons  not  belonging  to  the  town,  21  of  whom  died 
at  the  Union  Workhouse  and  14  at  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross;  and 
the  addition  must  be  made  of  the  deaths  of  6  persons  belonging  to 
the  town,  4  of  which  occurred  at  Hatton  Asylum,  and  1  each  at 
St.  Joseph’s  Home,  Birmingham,  and  at  a  private  asylum  at  North¬ 
ampton.  The  net  deaths  belonging  to  the  town  for  the  year  are 
thus  220,  which  is  equivalent  to-  the  low  annual  death  rate  of  9.7 
per  1,000.  This  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  average  for 
the  previous  10  years,  which  is  10.9  per  1,000,  and  is  the  lowest 
rate  during  the  past  11  years,  with  the  exception  of  that  for  1907, 
which  was,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.,  9.4  per  1,000. 
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Infant  Mortality. — 23  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age 
were  registered  during  the  year — equivalent  to  the  low  infant 
mortality  of  57  per  1,000  births;  this  rate  compares  well  with  the 
average  for  the  previous  10  years,  which  was  94  per  1,000  births, 
and  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  town.  5  of  these  deaths  were 
due  to  premature  birth,  4  to  congenital  defects,  3  to  marasmus  or 
“wasting  disease,”  3  to  pneumonia,  1  to  measles,  and  only  1  to 
diarrhoea. 

Causes  of  Death  at  All  Ages. — 2  deaths  were  due  to 
whooping  cough,  occurring  respectively  in  Murray  Road  and  Riley’s 
Court;  4  were  due  to  diphtheria  occurring  respectively  in  James 
Street,  Murray  Road,  South  Street,  and  Bath  Street.  Including  the 
infant  death  from  diarrhoea  and  that  from  measles,  which  latter 
occurred  in  Cambridge  Street,  the  total  number  of  deaths  from 
zymotic  diseases  amounted  to  8 — equivalent  to  the  low  zymotic 
death  rate  of  0.35  per  1,000. 

Among  other  causes  of  death  13  were  due  to  phthisis,  19  to 
bronchitis,  15  to  pneumonia,  14  to  cancer,  26  to  heart  disease,  3 
to  influenza,  3  to  alcoholism,  6  to  accidents,  and  1  to  puerperal 
fever.  No  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  typhoid  or  scarlet 
fever. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. — 86  cases  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease  were  notified,  comparing  with  58  for  1908,  63  for  1907, 
and  109  for  1906.  These  86  cases  consisted  of  39  cases  of 
diphtheria,  18  cases  of  erysipelas,  24  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  3  cases 
of  enteric  fever,  and  1  case  each  of  smallpox  and  puerperal  fever. 
The  cases  of  diphtheria  were  distributed  as  follows: — 15  in  Oxford 
Street  Ward,  8  in  Albert  Street  Ward,  9  in  Market  Place  Ward,  1 
in  North  Street  Ward,  and  6  in  Warwick  Street  Ward.  Of  the 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  3  occurred  in  Oxford  Street  Ward,  2  in  Albert 
Street  Ward,  14  in  Market  Place  Ward,  and  5  in  Warwick  Street 
Ward.  2  of  the  cases  of  enteric  occurred  in  Oxford  Street  Ward 
and  1  in  Market  Place  Ward. 

The  cases  of  erysipelas  were  of  a  mild  type  in  most  instances, 
and  were  scattered  through  the  town. 
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The  case  of  puerperal  fever  which  proved  fatal  occurred  in 
North  Street  Ward  and  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross. 

The  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  from  Rowland  Street  in  a  man 
who  had  just  returned  from  Cairo.  The  patient  was  promptly  isolated 
at  the  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital,  and  all  the  inmates  of  the  house 
were  vaccinated  and  kept  in  quarantine  till  well  over  the  incubation 
period  of  the  disease.  No  further  case  occurred.  The  patient  him¬ 
self  had  been  vaccinated  some  years  before,  and  showed  a  com¬ 
paratively  mild  form  of  the  disease.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
his  travelling  companion,  whose  destination  was  at  Camberwell, 
was  also  on  his  arrival  home  notified  as  suffering  from  smallpox. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — Only 
3  cases  of  phthisis  in  poor  persons  were  notified  under  these  Regula¬ 
tions.  2  of  these  were  residents  in  the  Workhouse,  and  1  was 
merely  passing  through  Rugby. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — The  town  has  been  singularly  free  from  epidemics 
amongst  school  children  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and 
there  was  no  necessity  to  close  any  school.  Towards  the  close  of 
the  year,  however,  measles  began  to  appear,  and  in  spite  of 
exclusion  from  school  of  suspicious  cases  and  other  children  of  the 
household  in  which  measles  occurred,  the  disease  gained  ground  and 
continued  to  do  so  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

New  Buildings  and  Works  of  a  Public  Nature. — I  am 
indebted  to  Mr.  Macdonald,  the  Surveyor,  for  the  following  Sum¬ 
mary  : — 

“  Buildings. — The  number  of  houses  erected  and  certified 
during  the  year  was  42,  compared  with  40  the  previous  year, 
and  there  were  13  houses  in  course  of  erection  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

“  Corn  Exchange.— The  new  Corn  Exchange  has  been 
opened  near  the  main  entrance  to  the  Cattle  Market  and  has 
proved  a  great  success. 
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“  Sewage. — The  Low  Level  Sewage  Works,  dealing  with 
550,000  gallons  per  day,  and  which  were  opened  on  October 
3rd,  1908,  have  worked  well,  and  the  effluent  has  been  satis¬ 
factory,  whilst  the  High  Level  Works,  which  have  been  work¬ 
ing  since:  last  March,  dealing  with  about  190,000  gallons  per 
day,  have  also-  worked  well.  The)  whole  of  the  sewers  in  the 
town  have  been  well  flushed  and  kept  in  good  order. 

“  Water. — The  quantity  of  water  pumped  into  the  town 
was  202,912,990  gallons  from  the  Avon  Water  Works  and 
22,055,080  gallons  from  the  Barby  Road  Works,  a  combined 
total  of  224,968,070  gallons.  Deducting  the  quantity  used  for 
trade  purposes,  this  would  work  out  at  20  gallons  per  head  of  the 
population  supplied.  The  analyses  and  reports  of  different  sam¬ 
ples  have  been  very  satisfactory  and  the  water  of  good  quality. 
The  whole  of  the  hydrants  have  been  regularly  flushed  and 
kept  in  good  order.  The  bed  of  the  river  Avon  from  Browns- 
over  Reservoir  to  Clifton  Mill,  a  distance  of  about  one  mile, 
has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  out,  the  filters  have  been  well 
cleaned,  and  everything  done  to  maintain  the  quality  of  the 
water. 

“  Baths. — Public  Baths  are  in  course  of  erection  in 
Regent  Street  (costing  ^4,000),  with  all  the  latest  improve¬ 
ments,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  ready  for  use  early  in  the 
New  Year. 

“  Cookery  School  and  Science  Class  Rooms.— These 
are  nearing  completion,  and  will  be  opened  at  an  early  date.’' 

I  beg  to  append  the  detailed  report  of  the  Sanitary- 
Inspector: — 

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Rugby  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen,— 

I  beg  to  submit  my  twenty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  sanitary  works 
carried  out  and  nuisances  removed  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1909. 
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The  nuisances  abated  amounted  to  386,  and  are  classified  as  follows:  — 
116  drains  unstopped  and  cleaned ;  24  bakehouses  whitewashed ;  14 

slaughter-houses  whitewashed;  43  repairs  to  W.C/s;  13  defective  drains 
relaid;  55  houses  and  workshops  whitewashed  and  repaired;  10  laundries 
whitewashed;  1  case  of  overcrowding;  18  defective  traps  to  drains;  63 
houses  fumigated;  29  accumulations  of  manure. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACT,  1889. 

86  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  notified  during  the  year. 
Of  these  there  were  39  cases  of  diphtheria,  24  scarlet  fever,  18  erysipelas, 
3  enteric  fever,  1  puerperal  fever,  and  1  smallpox. 

Disinfectants  were  supplied,  and  all  bedding,  clothing,  and  other 
articles  likely  to  retain  infection  disinfected  on  the  recovery  of  the 
patients. 

The  s'anitary  conditions  of  the  houses  were  inquired  into,  and  the 
defects  (if  any)  weie  promptly  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  persons 
responsible. 

Notices  were  given  prohibiting  children  at  infected  houses  from 
attending  school.  After  disinfection  had  been  carried  out,  the  School 
Authorities  were  again  notified  informing  tliem  when  the  children  could 
resume  attendance  at  school. 

The  case  of  smallpox  was  imported  from  Cairo,  and  the  patient  was 
removed  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Lawford  Heath.  No  other  case 
occurred. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES, 

There  are  14  slaughter-houses  in  the  town,  to  which  frequent  visits 
were  made';  the  sanitary  condition  of  each  lias  been  well  maintained, 
and  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  give  notices  to  remedy  defects  they 
were  readily  complied  with. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

Four  beast  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  food  and  afterwards  destroyed. 
As  all  were  voluntarily  given  up  there  was  no  wilful  evasion  of  the  law, 
and  it  was  therefore  unnecessary  to  resort  to  legal  action. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS. 

The  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  have  been  frequently  inspected, 
and  found  fairly  well  kept.  Periodical  limewiasliing  of  sheds  has  been 
insisted  on;  all  other  work  has  been  carried  out  under  preliminary  or 
verbal  notices.  3  persons  were  registered  during  the  year.  The  total 
now  registered  is  57. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1875,  1879,  &  1899. 

I  have  submitted  to  Dr.  Bostock  Hill  for  analysis  24  samples  of 
various  food.  He  reported  1  sample  of  milk  to  be  deficient  of  10  per 
cent,  of  fat.  The  vendor  was  summoned,  and  fined  £5,  including  costs. 
All  the  other  samples  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

P  ERODE IM  ACT. 

All  the  old  licenses  under  the  above  Act  have  been  renewed,  and  2 
new  licenses  have  been  granted. 

Seven  samples  of  oil  were  purchased  and  tested,  and  all  were  above 
the  standard. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  factories,  workshops,  and  bakehouses  on  the  registers  now  num¬ 
ber  274,  viz. : — 25  factories,  24  bakehouses,  20  laundries,  49  dressmakers 
and  milliners,  21  carpenters  and  plumbers,  55  tailors,  22  builders,  26  shoe¬ 
makers,  15  motor  and  cycle  repairers,  etc. 

The  whole  have  been  kept  under  observation  at  frequent  intervals, 
and  very  little  cause  for  complaint  has  been  observed. 

Lists  of  outworkers  were  sent  to  the  Rugby,  Lutterworth,  and  Oxen- 
don  Rural  District  and  Birmingham  and  Northampton  Town  Councils. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  following  are  the  returns  for  the  common  lodging-houses  of 
lodgers  sleeping  in  the  town  during  the  past  twelve  months : — Males, 
5,977;  females,  1,663;  males  between  8  and  21,  100,  females  between  8  and 
21,  114;  males  under  8,  193;  females  under  8,  275;  total,  8,322.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
during  the  past  year. 

Birth  Rate. — The  number  of  births  registered  amounted  to 
272 — of  which  23  were  illegitimate,  or  8.5  per  cent,  of  the  total. 
The  birth  rate  per  annum  represented  is  21.9  per  1,000  of  the 
population — the  lowest  on  record  for  the  district.  During  the  past 
11  years  the  rate  has  shown,  with  fluctuations,  a  marked  decline, 
as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.  appended. 

Death  Rate. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  202. 
But  from  this  number  must  be  subtracted  42  deaths  of  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  Borough,  39  of  which  occurred  at  the  Union  Work- 
house,  and  3  at  Heathcote  Hospital ;  whilst  the  addition  must  be 
made  of  22  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough,  9  of  which 
occurred  at  Hatton  Asylum,  11  at  the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leam¬ 
ington,  and  2  at  private  Hospitals  elsewhere.  The  net  number  of 
deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough  for  the  year  was  thus  182,  equiva¬ 
lent  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  14.6  per  1,000  of  the  population — 
which  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.  is  exactly  equal  to  the  average 
for  the  previous  10  years. 
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Infant  Mortality.— The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  amounted  only  to  16,  representing  the  low  infant 
mortality  of  59  per  1,000  births;  the  lowest  rate  in  the  previous  10 
years  was  88  per  1,000  births  in  1904,  and  in  1908  the  rate  was  12 1. 
Of  these  16  infant  deaths  7  were  due  to  premature  birth,  and  only 
1  to  diarrhoea. 

Causes  of  Death  at  All  Ages. — 2  deaths  were  due  to 
whooping  cough,  occurring  respectively  in  Paradise  Street  and  Park 
Street ;  1  death  was  due  to  measles  in  Sanders  Street ;  1  to 
diphtheria  and  1  to  scarlet  fever,  both  occurring  in  the  Heathcote 
Hospital,  the  patients  having  been  removed  respectively  from  Avon 
Street  and  Brook  Street.  All  these  children  were  between  the  ages 
of  1  and  5.  Including  the  infant  death  from  diarrhoea  there  were 
thus  6  deaths  due  to  zymotic  disease,  representing  the  compara¬ 
tively  low'  zymotic  death  rate  of  0.48  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Among  other  causes  of  death  4  were  registered  as  due  to 
influenza,  14  to  cancer,  14  to  phthisis,  25  to  other  forms  of  lung 
diseases,  24  to  heart  disease,  and  1  to-  puerperal  fever. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. — During  the  year  56 
cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified.  The  number  of  cases  has 
shown  a  steady  decline  of  late  years,  162  being  notified  in  1906, 
1 17  in  1907,  and  79  in  1908.  These  56  cases  consisted  of  23 
cases  of  diphtheria,  11  of  erysipelas,  19  of  scarlet  fever,  2  of 
enteric,  and  1  of  puerperal  fever.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  III. 
appended,  40  of  the  56  cases  were  removed  to  Heathcote  Hospital. 
The  eastern  part  of  the  Borough  showed  as  usual  the  greatest 
number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever— but  even  here  there 
was  no  great  prevalence. 

The  cases  of  enteric  fever  occurred  in  December.  One  was 
notified  in  Brook  Street  in  a  person  who  had  just  returned  from 
Canada,  and  was  thus  an  imported  case ;  in  the  other  case,  notified 
from  Priory  Road,  the  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced.  Both 
were  removed  to  Hospital.  The  case  of  puerperal  fever  occurred 
in  Park  Street,  in  an  instance  where  the  patient  had  been  attended 
by  a  relative  who  was  not  in  practice  as  a  midwife. 
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Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — 20 
notifications  of  phthisis  occurring  in  poor  patients  were  received 
from  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers  and  the  Master  of  the  Work- 
house.  The  cases  to  which  they  referred  have  been  visited,  the 
surroundings  of  the  patients  carefully  inspected,  and  sanitary  defects 
remedied.  Where  the  patient  continued  to  live  at  home  advice  was 
given  as  to  the  proper  disposal  of  sputum,  the  desirability  of  sleep¬ 
ing  alone  with  the  bedroom  window  open,  and  other  points  with  a 
view  to  checking  the  danger  of  infection.  Where  the  patient  had 
died  or  been  removed,  thorough  disinfection  of  the  house  and 
bedding  was  carried  out. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — The  Borough  has  been  comparatively  free  from 
prevalence  of  infectious  disease  amongst  school  children.  Closure 
of  a  school  was  only  called  for  in  the  case  of  All  Saints’,  Emscote, 
Infants’  School  in  October,  when  a  small  outbreak  of  measles 
occurred  among  the  scholars.  The  outbreak  was  checked  and  did 
not  spread  to  any  of  the  other  schools  of  the  Borough. 

With  regard  to  the  erection  of  new  buildings  and  works  of  a 
public  nature,  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Richards,  the  Borough 
Engineer,  for  the  following  details: — 

“  Plans  for  1 1  new  houses  were  submitted  and  approved, 
comparing  with  9  in  1908,  and  23  in  1907. 

“  Substantial  paving  improvement  works  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  in  numerous  streets,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  a  loan. 

“  The  Emscote  intercepting  sewer  has  been  freed  from 
deposit  and  put  into  thorough  repair,  and  means  provided  to 
prevent  deposition,  and  to  relieve  undue  pressure  during  storm. 

“  Plans  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  for  the  better 
drainage  of  the  Charles  Street  and  All  Saints’  districts. 

“  The  water  supply  has  been  adequate,  and  the  pressure 
satisfactory. 

“  The  mains  and  sewers  have  been  systematically  flushed 
and  maintained  in  efficient  order. 
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“  The  staff  for  the  removal  of  domestic  refuse  has  been 
augmented  as  occasion  required,  so  as  to  secure  more  frequent 
removals,  and  the  street  scavenging  has  been  still  further 
improved  ”

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Warwick  Urban  District  Council. 

Mt  Lord  and  Gentlemen,— 

I  beg  to  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  of  nuisances  abated  and 
sanitary  work  carried  out  within  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1909. 

The  nuisances  abated  during  that,  time  amounted  to  611,  and  are 
classified  as  follows:— 83  houses  whitewashed  and  cleansed;  89  houses 
repaired;  53  houses  fumigated  and  cleansed  after  infectious  diseases;  2 
cases  of  overcrowding  abated;  3  common  lodging-houses  (after  receiving 
notice)  whitewashed;  5  bakehouses  whitewashed;  4  slaughter-houses  lime- 
washed;  74  refuse  receptacles  provided;  86  water-closets  repaired,  built, 
or  amended ;  4  water-closets  to  workshops  built  or  repaired ;  1  urinal 
built;  24  grains  repaired  or  unstopped;  5  new  drains  laid;  8  drains 
trapped;  3  defective  traps  removed  from  drains  and  replaced  with  stone¬ 
ware  gullies;  24  kitchen  sinks  repaired  or  defective  sinks  removed  and 
replaced  with  glazed  stoneware  ones;  18  washhouses  repaired;  5  lots  of 
spouting,  causing  dampness,  repaired;  66  courts  paved  or  repaired;  8  lots 
of  swine  or  other  animals  improperly  kept  cleansed  or  removed ;  2  deep 
manure  pits  filled  in  to  ground  level;  14  accumulations  of  refuse  and 
manure  removed;  1  brook  cleansed;  1  nuisance  caused  by  fishfrying 
remedied;  and  28  various  other  nuisances  abated. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  have  submitted  to  Dr.  A.  Bostock  Hill  8  samples  of  well  water  (3 
public  and  5  private)  for  analysis.  All  the  publici  and  4  of  the  private 
were  condemned  as  unfit  for  use  for  drinking  purposes. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889. 

56  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  which  consisted  of  23  diphtheria,  19 
scarlet  fever,  2  enteric,  1  puerperal,  and  11  erysipelas  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Of  these  20  diphtheria,  18  scarlet  fever,  and  2  enteric 
were  removed  to  Heatbcote  Sanatorium;  the  remainder  (except  some  of 
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the  erysipelas  which  occurred  at  the  Workhouse,  where  they  were 
isolated)  were  treated  at  their  homes.  The  infected  houses  were 
frequently  visited  and  disinfectants  and  instructions  given. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1875,  1879,  &  1899. 

I  submitted  to  Dr.  A.  Bostock  Hill  40  samples  of  various  foods  and 
drugs.  He  reported  1  sample  of  drugs  to  be  only  just  up  to  the  minimum 
strength  prescribed  by  the  Pharmacopoeia,  1  butter  to  contain  95%  foreign 
fat,  1  milk  deficient  of  10%  fat;  2  other  milk  samples  to  contain  16%  and 
13%  added  water  respectively.  The  vendors  were  summoned  and  fined  in 
each  case,  details  of  which  are  given  under  legal  proceedings. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACT'S,  1877  &  1884. 

During  the  year  I  have  examined  53  boats  and  found  5  infringements. 
Notices  were  served,  and  I  find  on  inquiry  of  other  Inspectors  that  the 
contraventions,  except  those  found  very  late  in  the  year,  have  been 
remedied.  No  legal  proceedings  under  these  Acts  were  taken. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES, 

The  slaughter-houses  within  the  Borough  have  been  frequently 
inspected,  and  4,  which  were  found  to  be  dirty,  lime-washed.  One  newly- 
erected  slaughter-house  has  been  licensed. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  following  are  the  returns  from  the  3  common  lodging-houses  of 
lodgers  sleeping  in  the  Borough  for  the  pas  12  months Males,  9,021; 
females,  1,997;  males  under  10  years,  196;  females  under  10  years,  104; 
total,  11,518;  being  a  decrease  of  805  of  last  year’s  returns. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

The  bakehouses  and  workshops  have  been  carefully  inspected.  5  bake¬ 
houses  (after  receiving  notice)  have  been  whitewashed,  1  workshop 
repaired,  and  5  water-closets  to  workshops  repaired  or  amended.  With 
these  exceptions  they  were  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  There  are  22 
bakehouses  and  78  workshops  now  on  the  Registers.  4  of  the  former 
have  been  transferred  to  new  occupiers. 


LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

In  several  instances  legal  proceedings  were  taken.  One  case  wrns  for 
not  complying  with  a  notice  to  abate  nuisances  (repairs  to  property);  an 
order  was  made  with  49s.  costs.  The  other  cases  were  for  exposing  for 
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sale  margarine  which  was  not  properly  labelled  and  for  selling  the  same 
in  improper  wrappers— vendor  fined  5s.  and  10s.  costs  for  the  former,  and 
5s.  and  8  s.  costs  for  the  latter;  selling  milk  10%  deficient  in  fat — vendor  fined 
5s.  and  22s.  costs;  selling  milk  containing  16%  added  water— vendor  fined 
£ 5  and  35s.  costs  (this  sample  was  taken  at  the  place:  of  delivery  where 
farmer  supplied  a  milkman);  and  for  selling  milk  containing  13%  added 
water — vendor  fined  42s.  and  £1  costs.  Two  lots  of  decomposed  fish  were 
voluntarily  surrendered,  and  as  the  fishmongers,  in  each  case,  called  my 
attention  to  these,  proceedings  were  not  taken.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
during  the  past  year. 

Birth-Rate. — -The  number  of  births  registered  amounted 
to  55,  only  1  of  which  was  illegitimate,  equivalent  to  an 
annual  birth-rate  of  24.1  per  1,000.  This  compares  well  with 
the  average  birth-rate  of  22.9  during  the  preceding  ten  years. 

Death-Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
district  amounted  to  35,  but  to  this  number  must  be  added  the 
deaths  of  4  persons  belonging  to  the  district,  2  of  which 
occurred  at  Rugby  Union  Workhouse,  and  2  at  the  Hospital 
of  St.  Cross.  The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  thus 
39,  equivalent  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  17.1  per  1,000, 
comparing  with  an  average  rate  of  16.8  for  the  previous  ten 
years. 

Infant  Mortality. — Only  2  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  were  registered,  equivalent  to  the  extremely  low 
infant  mortality  of  36  per  1,000  births,  the  lowest  on  record  for 
the  district.  These  2  deaths  were  due  respectively  to 
diarrhoea  and  pneumonia. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. — No  death  was  due  to 
any  of  the  common  infectious  diseases,  so  that  the  infant  death 
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from  diarrhoea  was  the  only  one  attributed  to  zymotic  disease. 
This  gives  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  only  0.4  per  1000. 

Among  other  causes  of  death  6  were  due  to  heart  disease, 
6  to  pneumonia,  2  to  influenza,  and  1  each  to  bronchitis, 
phthisis,  cancer,  and  alcoholism.  Of  the  total  number  of  39 
deaths,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.,  26  were  of  persons  of  65 
years  of  age  and  upwards. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. — Only  4  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified,  comparing  with  2  during  the 
previous  year.  These  4  cases  consisted  of  3  mild  cases  of 
erysipelas,  2  at  Kilsby  and  1  at  Clay  Coton,  and  1  case  of 
scarlet  fever  at  Crick. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — 
No  notifications  of  phthisis  in  poor  persons  were  received 
during  the  year  under  these  Regulations. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — The  district  has  been  free  from  any  epidemic  of 
infectious  disease  amongst  school  children  during  the  year. 

New  Buildings  and  Works  of  a  Public  Nature. — 
I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Willard,  the  Surveyor,  for  the  following 
details: — A  new  length  of  drains  has  been  laid  at  the  north  end 
of  Crick  village,  and  a  new  outfall  area  provided.  A  short 
length  of  drain  has  been  laid  at  Lilbourne.  An  addition  has 
been  made  to  Barby  and  Yelvertoft  Schools.

Inspector : — 

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Crick  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  following  report,  with  smumary 
showing  the  amount  of  work  done  during  the  year  1909. 
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1 6  drains  partly  or  entirely  relaid,  trapped,  etc.  ;  14  midden  privies 
altered  to  ashpit  privies,  pail,  or  water  closets  ;  3  houses  cleansed  and 
repaired  ;  1  dilapidated  cottage  closed  and  demolished  ;  3  offensive 

accumulations  removed  ;  2  houses  disinfected  ;  12  water  and  other 

tests  applied  to  drains  ;  6  bakehouses  limewashed  half-yearly ;  7 

slaughter-houses  limewashed  quarterly  ;  2  new  wells  sunk  ;  1  waste 

pipe  trapped,  etc.  ;  6  ashpits  provided  ;  2  cowhouses  drained,  etc.  ;  1 
new  floor  in  slaughter-house  ;  3  other  nuisances  removed. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  received 
during  the  year  was  only  4,  viz.  : — 1  scarlet  fever  and  3  erysipelas. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Six  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis,  2  of  which  were 
reported  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 

26  boats  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  one  contravention  was 
met  with.  Notice  was  issued  and  duly  complied  with.  No  case  of 
infectious  disease  was  found  on  any  of  the  boats. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

The  number  of  licences  in  force  in  the  district  is  2.  The  samples  of 
oil  were  purchased  and  tested  for  flash  point  and  found  to  be  over  the 
standard  requirements. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

A  licence  has  been  granted  for  the  use  of  premises  as  a  slaughter¬ 
house  at  Yelvertoft.  There  are  now  7  slaughter-houses  in  use  in  the 
district,  to  which  frequent  visits  have  been  paid.  With  one  exception 
each  of  the  premises  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  limewashed 
every  three  months.  Two  beef  carcases  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
food  and  destroyed. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  make  any  alterations  in  the 
Workshops  Register.  Notices  to  lime-wash  and  cleanse  bakehouses 
were  issued  twice  during  the  year,  and  duly  complied  with.  There  are 
26  workshops,  including  6  bakehouses. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER. 


The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  inspected  and  generally  found 
fairly  well  kept.  The  periodical  limewashing  of  cowhouses  has  been  well 
maintained.  The  number  of  persons  now  registered  is  u.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
during  the  past  year. 

Birth-Rate. — The  number  of  births  registered  amounted 
to  271,  of  which  265  were  legitimate  and  6  illegitimate.  This 
is  equivalent  to  an  annual  birth-rate  of  22.4  per  1,000  ;  this 
is  considerably  higher  than  the  average  for  the  previous  ten 
years,  which,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.,  was  21.2  per  1,000, 
and  is  also  higher  than  the  rate  for  any  individual  year  since 
1898. 

Death-Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
district  was  153.  But  from  this  number  must  be  subtracted 
the  death  of  a  Birmingham  resident  which  occurred  in  the 
Meriden  Workhouse  Infirmary,  and  the  addition  must  be 
made  of  the  deaths  of  6  persons  belonging  to  the  district,  3 
of  which  died  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  2  at 
the  General  Hospital,  Birmingham,  and  1  at  St.  Joseph’s 
Home,  Birmingham.  The  net  number  of  deaths  belonging  to 
the  district  is  thus  158,  equivalent  to  an  annual  death-rate  of 
13.0  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  rather  lower  than  the  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years,  which  was  13.3  per  1,000.

Infant  Mortality. — 14  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  were  registered,  equivalent  to  the  low  infant  mortality 
of  52  per  1,000  births.  This  rate  compares  well  with  the 
average  rate  for  the  preceding  ten  years,  which  was  88  per 
1,000  births,  and  is  the  lowest  infant  mortality  on  record  for 
the  district ;  3  infant  deaths  were  due  to  premature  birth,  3  to 
congenital  defects,  2  to  marasmus  or  “wasting  disease, ”  2  to 
tubercular  meningitis,  and  1  each  to  gastritis,  bronchitis, 
measles,  and  whooping  cough.  None  were  due  to  diarrhoea. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. — Including  the  2  infant 
deaths  last  mentioned,  2  deaths  were  due  to  measles,  1  at 
Berkswell  and  1  at  Sheldon,  and  2  to  whooping  cough,  both 
occurring  at  Allesley.  Diphtheria  was  the  cause  of  4  deaths,  1 
at  Berkswell  in  February,  1  at  Fillongley  in  July,  1  at  Hampton 
in  September,  and  1  at  Nether  Whitacre  in  October.  No 
deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  scarlet  fever,  typhoid,  or 
diarrhoea,  so  that  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic 
disease  was  8,  giving  the  zymotic  death-rate  of  0.66  per  1,000, 
contrasting  with  the  rate  of  0.33  per  1,000  in  1908. 

Among  other  causes  of  death  2  were  registered  as  due  to 
influenza,  7  to  phthisis,  17  to  other  diseases  of  the  lungs,  19 
to  cancer,  4  to  alcoholism,  and  21  to  heart  disease. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.— 28  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  contrasting 
with  65  during  the  previous  year,  and  being  the  lowest  yearly 
total  on  record  for  the  district.  The  small  number  of  such 
cases  notified  is  most  satisfactory,  especially  considering  the 
severe  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  which  has  been  so  wide-spread 
in  neighbouring  districts  during  the  past  year.  These  28  cases 
consisted  of  9  cases  of  diphtheria  (including  the  4  fatal  cases 
mentioned),  7  cases  of  erysipelas,  and  12  of  scarlet  fever  ;  4  of 
the  9  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  at  Nether  Whitacre,  and  1 
each  at  Berkswell,  Fillongley,  Hampton,  Bickenhill,  and  Little 
Packington.  The  erysipelas  cases  were  scattered  singly  in 
various  parishes. 
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Five  of  the  12  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  Shustoke, 
2  at  Coleshill,  and  1  each  at  Allesley,  Berkswell,  Corley, 
Coundon,  and  Lea  Marston  ;  4  of  the  5  cases  occurring  at 
Shustoke  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  also  the  single  cases 
occurring  at  Allesley,  Coleshill,  and  Coundon. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — 
Only  1  case  of  phthisis  in  a  poor  person  was  notified  during  the 
year  under  these  Regulations.  This  case  was  an  inmate  of  the 
Meriden  Workhouse. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — Berkswell  School  was  closed  in  February  for 
measles,  and  Shustoke  Infants’  School  and  Hampton-in-Arden 
Girls’  and  Infants’  School  in  the  same  month  for  chicken-pox. 
In  July  Nether  Whitacre  and  Eastern  Green  Schools  were 
closed  for  measles,  and  Allesley  Schools  for  whooping  cough. 
In  October  Coleshill  Girls’  School  was  closed  for  chicken-pox. 

These  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  were  generally  not  of 
a  severe  type,  and  were  without  fatal  effects  except  in  the  2 
cases  of  whooping  cough  and  2  cases  of  measles  already 
mentioned.

REPORT  OF  SURVEYOR  AND  SANITARY 

INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Meriden  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  thirty-sixth  annual  report  upon  the 
various  matters  brought  under  my  notice  and  dealt  with  during  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1909. 

156  notices  for  the  removal  of  nuisances  have  been  issued,  most  of 
which  have  been  complied  with,  viz.  : — 20  houses  (or  parts  of  houses) 
disinfected  after  infectious  disease  ;  9  houses  cleansed,  whitewashed. 
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or  repaired ;  2  cases  of  overcrowding  abated ;  10  wells  emptied, 

cleansed,  repaired,  or  the  water  otherwise  improved  ;  1  well  closed  ;  tap 
water  laid  on  in  20  cases  ;  41  new  drains  ;  25  drains  opened,  dis¬ 

connected  outside,  trapped,  relaid,  repaired,  or  ventilated  ;  10  yards 
repaired  or  relaid  ;  5  new  ashpits  and  privies  ;  13  ashpits  and  privies 
repaired  ;  7  privies  converted  into  pail  closets  and  6  into  water  closets  ; 
15  ditches  or  cess-pools  emptied,  cleansed,  or  filled  up  ;  6  lots  of  swine 
and  other  animals  improperly  kept  removed ;  7  accumulations  of  manure 
and  offensive  pig- wash  removed.  I  have  visited  all  the  sewer  outfalls 
in  the  various  parishes  occasionally,  and  given  orders  for  the  necessary 
work  to  be  carried  out. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889. 

28  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  13  different  parishes  were  notified 
during  the  year — the  lowest  number  on  record,  of  which  7  were  removed 
to  hospital. 

Frequent  visits  were  made  to  the  houses  ;  also  where  necessary 
disinfectants  were  supplied  and  other  precautions  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  diseases. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

74  samples  of  water  have  been  sent  to  the  County  Analyst  for 
analysis,  64  of  which  were  found  to  be  polluted,  and  unfit  for  use.  4 
summonses  have  been  issued  for  not  complying  with  notices  to  provide 
a  supply  of  wholesome  water.  In  one  case  an  order  was  made  by  a 
Justice  to  close  the  well;  in  the  other  cases  the  summonses  stand 
adjourned  to  give  the  owners  an  opportunity  to  improve  the  supply. 
Most  of  the  other  samples  were  taken  from  premises  on  the  proposed 
line  of  water  main. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  BUTCHERS’  SHOPS. 

The  slaughter-houses  and  butchers’  shops  in  the  district  have  been 
visited,  all  of  which  have  been  well  kept. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT,  1885,  AND  DAIRIES, 
COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER,  1886. 

There  are  134  dairies  now  on  the  Register,  including  4  registered 
during  the  year,  most  of  which  have  been  well  kept  and  only  in  2  cases 
has  it  been  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings.  In  one  case  the 
defendant  was  fined  50/-  and  costs,  and  in  the  other  10/-  and  costs.  No 
case  of  infected  milk  supply  had  to  be  dealt  with. 
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BUILDING  BYE-LAWS. 

Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Council  for  the  erection  of  5 
houses,  1  workshop,  23  additions,  and  alterations  to  houses  and  other 
buildings,  5  stables,  and  1  bakehouse. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

There  are  89  factories  and  workshops  on  the  Register  including  20 
bakehouses.  Visits  have  been  made  to  them,  and  where  necessary 
notices  have  been  given  to  limewash,  &c. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

There  are  11  persons  licensed  to  store  or  sell  petrol,  benzoline, 
carbide  of  calcium,  &c.,  under  the  above  Acts.  The  various  premises 
were  visited,  but  I  found  no  cause  of  complaint.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
during  the  past  year. 

Birth-Rate. — The  number  of  births  registered  amounted 
to  395,  382  of  which  were  legitimate  and  13  illegitimate.  This 
represents  a  birth-rate  of  23.4  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  the  lowest  birth-rate  on  record  for  the  district.  That 
for  1908,  however,  was  28.0  per  1,000,  thus  somewhat  com¬ 
pensating  for  the  lower  rate  of  last  year. 

Death-Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
district  amounted  to  204.  But  to  this  number  must  be  added 
the  deaths  of  31  persons  belonging  to  the  district,  19  of  which 
occurred  at  the  Union  Workhouse,  11  at  the  Hospital  of  St. 
Cross,  and  1  at  the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington.  The 
nett  deaths  for  the  year  are  thus  235,  equivalent  to  the  annual 
death-rate  of  13.9  per  1,000.  Although  this  rate  is  greater 
than  in  either  of  the  two  preceding  years,  it  compares  favour¬ 
ably  with  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years,  which  was 
14.3,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I. 

Infant  Mortality. — 35  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  were  registered,  equivalent  to  an  infant  mortality  of  89 
per  1,000  births.  This  rate  is  higher  than  that  of  the  previous 
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year,  but  is  well  below  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  ; 

10  infant  deaths  were  due  to  pneumonia  and  bronchitis,  9  to 
premature  birth,  and  3  to  diarrhoea. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. — Three  deaths  were  due 
to  diphtheria,  all  occurring  at  Marton,  and  2  to  typhoid,  1  at  the 
Hospital  of  St.  Cross  in  the  case  of  a  patient  who  was  removed 
from  New  Bilton,  and  1  at  Long  Lawford.  One  death  was  due 
to  whooping  cough  at  New  Bilton,  and  1  to  measles  at  Birding- 
bury.  Including  the  3  infant  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  there  was  , 
thus  a  total  of  10  deaths  from  zymotic  disease,  giving  a  zymotic 
death-rate  of  0.59  per  1,000. 

Among  other  causes  of  death  10  were  registered  as  due  to 
influenza,  19  to  cancer,  13  to  phthisis,  29  to  other  diseases  of 
the  lungs,  5  to  alcoholism,  and  28  to  heart  disease. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — 35  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  this  number 
being  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  These  consisted  of 
7  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  5  of  erysipelas,  18  of  diphtheria,  4  of 
enteric  fever,  and  1  of  puerperal  fever.  The  scarlet  fever  cases 
were  distributed  as  follows  : — 2  at  Brinklow,  2  at  Newbold, 
and  1  each  at  Wolston,  Harborough  Magna,  and  New  Bilton. 
The  5  cases  of  erysipelas  were  scattered  and  of  a  mild  type. 
Seven  of  the  18  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  at  Marton,  3  at 
Bretford,  2  at  Easenhall,  2  at  New  Bilton,  and  1  each  at 
Wolston,  Newbold,  Willoughby,  and  Brandon.  The  outbreak 
at  Marton  was  of  a  very  malignant  character,  involving  as 
stated  above,  3  deaths  ;  the  other  cases  were  of  a  milder  type. 

Of  the  4  cases  of  enteric,  1,  which  proved  fatal  as  men¬ 
tioned,  occurred  in  the  case  of  a  travelling  showman  at  Long 
Lawford,  and  the  other  3  all  occurred  in  one  house  in  Jubilee 
Street,  New  Bilton,  1  of  these  also  proving  fatal ;  the  drains 
and  sanitary  accommodation  of  this  house  were  found  to  be 
most  unsatisfactory,  and  have  since  been  remedied.  The  case 
of  puerperal  fever  occurred  at  Clifton. 
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Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — 
Only  2  notifications  under  these  Regulations  have  been 
received  during  the  year  ;  in  each  case  the  patient  was  visited, 
an  inspection  of  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  house 
was  made,  and  advice  given  on  such  points  as  disposal  of 
sputum  and  the  desirability  of  the  patients  sleeping  alone  with 
windows  open,  &c.  There  are,  no  doubt,  more  cases  of 
phthisis  in  poor  patients  which  should  be  notified  under  these 
Regulations,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  more  notifications 
have  not  been  received,  so  that  more  extended  action  against 
phthisis  might  be  possible. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — Newbold-on-Avon  Mixed  and  Infants’  Schools 
were  badly  affected  with  whooping  cough  in  February,  and 
on  this  account  were  closed  until  the  epidemic  had  subsided. 
In  March,  New  Bilton  Council  Mixed  and  Infants’  Schools  were 
closed  during  an  outbreak  of  measles.  Marton  School  was 
closed  in  April  on  account  of  the  occurrence  of  several  cases  of 
diphtheria  in  the  village,  and  during  the  closure  the  school 
building  was  not  only  disinfected,  but  also  thoroughly  cleansed 
and  colour-washed.  Birdingbury  School  was  closed  on  account 
of  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  September,  and  again  just  before 
the  Christmas  Vacation  for  whooping  cough.  Brandon  School 
was  closed  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  mumps  in  November. 

New  Buildings  and  Works  of  a  Public  Nature. — I 
an  indebted  to  Mr.  Willard,  the  Surveyor  for  the  following 
details  : — 

“Sewers. — All  the  sewers  in  the  districts  under  my 
control  are  working  satisfactorily  (Old  Bilton  excepted). 
New  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  have  been 
carried  out  at  New  Bilton.  Plans  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  new  sewerage  at  Old 
Bilton  on  the  London  Road.  A  new  sewer  has  been  laid 
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at  Stretton-on-Dunsmore.  The  sewers  at  Hillmorton, 
having  been  found  defective,  a  short  length  has  been  taken 
up  and  laid  to  an  even  gradient.” 

‘  ‘Plans  Approved. — Bilton,  new  club  room  ;  Clifton, 
addition  to  lodge  ‘The  Hall  ’  ;  Cawston,  stabling  ;  Dun- 
church,  three  houses  ;  Hillmorton,  one  house,  additions 
to  ‘Hillmorton  House  ’  ;  New  Bilton,  three  houses ; 
Princethorpe,  six  cottages  ;  Ryton,  stabling  ;  Stretton, 
additions  to  ‘Manor  House  ’  ;  Wolston,  new  Mess  room, 
addition  to  ‘The  Vicarage  ’  ;  Willoughby,  additions  to 
‘Willoughby  House.’  ” 

I  now  beg  to  append  the  detailed  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  : — 


REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Rugby  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  following  report,  showing  the 
amount  of  work  done  during  the  year  1909. 

37  drains  partly  or  entirely  relaid,  trapped,  etc.  ;  13  choked  drains 
freed  ;  20  water  closets  cleansed  and  amended  ;  3  stoneware  sink 

troughs  provided  ;  1  waste  pipe  disconnected  from  drain  ;  16  trapped 
waste  pipes  provided  and  fixed  ;  5  drains  ventilated  ;  13  flushing 

cisterns  provided  ;  15  privies  cleansed  and  repaired  ;  3  midden  privies 
converted  into  pail  closets  ;  5  privies  altered  to  water  closets  ;  4  new 
privies  built ;  3  new  privy  pails  provided  ;  2  urinals  built ;  22  houses 
cleansed  and  repaired  ;  9  defective  roofs,  eaves,  spouting,  etc.,  repaired 
or  provided  ;  29  houses  disinfected  after  infectious  illness  ;  4  schools 
disinfected  ;  1  school  cleansed  and  colourwashed  ;  5  lots  of  animals  kept 
so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  ;  4  piggeries  drained  ;  39  offensive  accumula¬ 
tions  removed  ;  5  wells  cleaned  out  and  protected  against  surface 

pollution  ;  3  houses  town  water  laid  on  ;  3  pumps  repaired  ;  48  tests 
applied  to  drains  ;  1  cowhouse  drained,  etc.  ;  14  slaughter-houses  lime- 
washed  quarterly  ;  24  bakehouses  limewashed  half-yearly  ;  3  houses 
closed  ;  11  other  nuisances  removed.  Total,  365. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
received  during  the  year  was  35,  viz.  : — 18  cases  of  diphtheria,  7  scarlet 
fever,  5  erysipelas,  4  enteric  fever,  and  1  puerperal  fever. 

Disinfectants  were  supplied  where  necessary,  and  all  clothing,  etc., 
disinfected  on  the  recovery  of  the  patients. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

33  samples,  consisting  of  milk,  butter,  lard,  Demerara  sugar,  coffee, 
rice,  pepper,  mustard,  oatmeal,  wheaten  flour,  margarine,  gin,  and 
whisky,  were  submitted  to  Dr.  Bostock  Hill  for  analysis,  and,  with  one 
exception,  were  found  to  be  genuine.  A  sample  of  milk  was  certified  to 
be  16%  deficient  in  fat. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACT. 

64  boats  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  4  infringements  were 
met  with. 

Notices  were  issued,  and  duly  complied  with. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  of  the  boats. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  slaughter-houses,  of  which  there  are  14  now  in  use  in  the 
district,  have  all  been  frequently  inspected,  and  the  sanitary  state  of 
each  one  has  been  fairly  well  maintained. 

Limewashing  every  three  months  has  been  well  maintained. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

Nearly  the  whole  of  a  beef  carcase,  the  whole  carcase  of  a  pig,  and 
a  box  of  fish  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  workshops,  including  bakehouses,  have  been  occasionally 
visited,  and  all  necessary  alterations  made  in  the  workshops  register. 

The  half-yearly  limewashing  of  bakehouses  has  been  well  main¬ 
tained. 

Lists  of  outworkers  were  received  from  the  Urban  District  Council, 
and  all  necessary  enquiries  made. 

There  are  107  workshops  on  the  register,  including  24  bake¬ 
houses. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


23  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis,  1 1  of  which  were 
reported  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Certificates  under  the  Public  Health  Water  Act,  1878,  were  granted 
for  10  new  houses. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

Two  licenses  for  the  storage  of  petroleum,  and  two  for  calcium 
carbide,  were  applied  for  and  granted  during  the  year.  Three  licenses 
have  not  been  renewed.  The  number  of  licenses  in  force  in  the  district 
is  19. 

20  samples  of  oil  were  purchased  and  tested  for  the  flash  point,  and 
with  one  exception  were  over  the  standard  requirements. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  inspected,  and  with  few 
exceptions  generally  found  fairly  well  kept.  The  periodical  lime¬ 
washing  of  cowhouses  has  been  observed. 

10  persons  were  registered  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
persons  now  registered  is  92. 

PUBLIC  SCAVENGING  FOR  THE  PARISH  OF  BILTON. 

The  number  of  loads  of  ashes,  nightsoil,  etc.,  collected  and  removed 
amounted  to  815.  543  loads  vrere  deposited  at  the  depot,  Croop  Hill, 

and  272  elsewhere,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  loads  of  the  previous 
year  of  28.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
during  the  past  year. 

Birth-Rate. — The  number  of  births  registered  was  347, 
322  of  which  were  legitimate  and  25  illegitimate.  This  repre¬ 
sents  an  annual  birth-rate  of  20.1  per  1,000,  which,  as  will  be 
seen  from  Table  I.,  is  1.4  below  the  average  for  the  previous 
ten  years,  and  is  equal  to  that  of  1907,  which  was  the  lowest 
rate  during  that  period. 

Death-Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
district  was  251,  but  from  this  number  must  be  subtracted  the 
deaths  of  33  persons  not  belonging  to  the  district,  31  of  whom 
died  at  the  Workhouse  Infirmary,  1  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  1  at  the  Midland  Counties’  Asylum,  Knowle  ;  and  the 
addition  must  be  made  of  8  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district,  5  of  which  occurred  in  Birmingham  Hospital,  2  at 
Hatton  County  Asylum,  and  1  at  Shropshire  County  Asylum. 
The  nett  deaths  for  the  year  are  thus  226,  equivalent  to  an 
annual  death-rate  of  13.1  per  1,000.  This  death-rate  is 
slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  but  is  higher 
than  the  average  rate  of  the  ten  preceding  years,  as  will  be 
seen  from  Table  I. 
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Infant  Mortality. — 26  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  were  registered,  equivalent  to  the  fairly  low  infant 
mortality  of  75  per  1,000  births.  Eight  of  these  deaths  were 
due  to  marasmus,  or  “wasting  disease,”  6  to  bronchitis,  2  to 
whooping  cough,  4  to  premature  birth,  and  1  to  diarrhoea. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. — Two  deaths  were  due 
to  scarlet  fever  ;  both  these  deaths  occurred  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  patients  having  been  removed  respectively  from 
Solihull  and  Temple  Balsall.  Nine  deaths  occurred  from 
diphtheria  ;  3  at  Solihull,  3  at  Knowle,  and  1  each  at  Chesset’s 
Wood,  Bentley  Heath,  and  Shirley.  The  cases  which  occurred 
at  Knowle,  Chesset’s  Wood,  and  Bentley  Heath  were  associated 
with  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  and  infectious  sore  throat 
amongst  the  scholars  attending  Knowle  Schools,  and  it  was 
considered  advisable  on  this  account  to  close  these  Schools  in 
April.  Subsequently  serious  defects  were  discovered  in  the 
drainage  of  the  schools,  and  in  the  autumn  the  premises  were 
re-drained.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  since  this  has  been 
carried  out,  there  has  been  no  return  either  of  diphtheria  or 
infectious  sore  throat  amongst  the  children  of  that  part  of  the 
district ;  and  this  fact  points  to  the  possibility  of  the  defective 
drainage  having  been  the  predisposing  cause  of  these  illnesses. 

Two  deaths  were  due  to  whooping  cough — 1  at  Solihull 
and  1  at  Baddesley  Clinton. 

No  deaths  from  enteric  fever  occurred  during  the  year. 

Including  the  infant  death  from  diarrhoea,  there  were  thus 
a  total  of  14  deaths  due  to  zymotic  disease,  equivalent  to  an 
annual  death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  of  0.81  per  1,000. 

Among  other  causes  of  death  9  were  registered  as  due  to 
influenza,  25  to  cancer,  9  to  phthisis,  37  to  other  forms  of  lung 
diseases,  35  to  heart  disease,  and  7  to  accidents. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — 116  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  comparing 
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with  127  in  1907  and  144  in  1908.  These  consisted  of  41  cases 
of  diphtheria,  12  cases  of  erysipelas,  56  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
and  7  cases  of  enteric  fever. 

The  cases  of  diphtheria  were  distributed  as  follows  13 
at  Knowle,  11  at  Olton,  6  at  Solihull,  4  at  Hockley  Heath,  3  at 
Shirley,  and  2  each  respectively  at  Tan  worth  and  Solihull 
Union  Workhouse. 

The  12  cases  of  erysipelas  were  scattered  at  various 
places  through  the  district. 

Of  the  56  scarlet  fever  cases  12  were  notified  at  Shirley, 
11  at  Solihull,  10  at  Knowle,  8  at  Hockley  Heath,  8  at  Tan- 
worth,  4  at  Olton,  and  3  at  Temple  Balsall ;  31  of  these  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Two  of  the  7  cases  of  enteric  fever  notified  occurred  at 
Solihull,  and  the  remaining  5  were  notified  from  the  Work- 
house  Infirmary.  Of  these  only  1  really  belonged  to  the 
district,  occurring  as  it  did  in  the  case  of  a  nurse  who  assisted 
in  attending  one  of  the  other  cases,  all  of  which  were  admitted 
as  cases  of  enteric  from  Yardley. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — 
18  cases  of  phthisis  in  poor  persons  were  notified  under  these 
Regulations,  13  of  which  cases  were  in  inmates  of  the  Work- 
house  Infirmary.  Where  the  patient  continued  to  live  at 
home  the  premises  were  inspected  and  advice  given  on  such 
points  as  the  disposal  of  sputum  and  the  desirability  of  the 
patients  sleeping  alone  with  open  windows.  Where  removal 
or  death  occurs  it  is  proposed  to  thoroughly  disinfect  the 
premises  vacated. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  measles  amongst 
the  scholars  it  was  decided  to  close  the  following  Schools  : — - 
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Shirley  Council  Infants,  Tan  worth-in- Arden  Mixed,  and 
Balsall  Street  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools  in  February,  and 
Forshaw  Heath  School  in  March.  In  March  also  Hockley 
Heath  School  was  closed  for  whooping  cough,  and  in  April,  as 
above  mentioned,  Knowle  Schools  were  closed  for  diphtheria 
and  infectious  sore  throat.  Since  the  spring  there  was 
fortunately  no  necessity  to  close  any  school  for  infectious  ill¬ 
ness.

I  beg  to  report  that  the  work  done  in  the  Surveyor’s  Department 
during  the  year  1909  has  been  as  follows  : —

in  1908  ;  15,079  pans  emptied,  as  against  13,180  in  1908  ; 
1,550  dumbwells  emptied,  as  against  1,035  in  1908  ;  21,325 
tubs  emptied,  as  against  14,977  in  1908  ; — equal  to  13,973 
loads,  as  against  10,690  in  1908. 

Maintenance  of  Sewers. — Flushing  :  355  loads  of  water,  as 
against  683  in  1908. 

Street  Watering. — 3,432  loads,  as  against  4,565  loads  in  1908. 
Knowle. 

House  Scavenging. — 928  ashpits  emptied,  as  against  808  in 
1908  ;  2,597  pans  emptied,  as  against  2,538  in  1908  ;  156 
dumbwells  emptied,  as  against  126  in  1908  ;  3,901  tubs 

emptied,  as  against  3,324  in  1908  ; — equal  to  1,545  loads, 
as  against  1,331  in  1908.

Inspector 

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Solihull  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  37th  annual  report  upon  the  various 
matters  brought  under  my  notice  during  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1909. 

On  the  31st  December,  1908,  there  were  21  cases  upon  the  books, 
and  during  the  year  I  have  found  and  reported  upon  4 66  various 
nuisances,  consisting  of  98  foul  privies  and  ashpits  ;  34  deposits  of  refuse 
and  manure  ;  8  defective  water  closets  ;  20  defective  drain  traps  ;  10 
not  properly  disconnected  ;  75  other  faults  ;  16  bad  wells  ;  4  pigsties  ; 
3  animals  improperly  kept ;  2  smoke  nuisances  ;  49  various  other 

nuisances ;  52  filthy  or  dilapidated  houses ;  1  house  unfit  for 

habitation  ;  4  overcrowded  houses  ;  and  61  houses  where  infectious 
diseases  existed.  420  notices  have  been  given  to  abate  the  same,  of 
which  number  316  nuisances  have  been  removed,  46  houses  repaired  and 
cleansed,  1  closed  as  unlit  for  habitation,  4  cases  of  overcrowding  abated, 
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15  wells  closed  or  cleansed  and  supply  made  good,  61  houses  and  6 
schools  disinfected.  There  are  now  23  cases  remaining  upon  the 
books  or  in  progress  of  removal. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  116  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  con¬ 
sisting  of  41  cases  of  diphtheria,  56  scarlet  fever,  7  enteric  fever,  (but  5 
of  these  occurred  at  the  Infirmary,  4  being  removed  there  from  Yardley), 
and  12  of  erysipelas  ;  31  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  the  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital,  22  were  discharged  cured,  2  died,  and  7  remained 
under  treatment.  Visits  were  made  to  the  infected  houses,  and  where 
necessary  disinfectants  supplied  ;  bedding  and  other  articles  were  also 
disinfected. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (WATER)  ACT. 

I  have  given  the  usual  certificates  in  accordance  with  the  above 
Act  as  to  the  water  supply  to  new  buildings.  30  samples  of  water  were 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  public  analyst  for  analysis,  of  which  16  were 
reported  as  being  polluted  and  unsafe  for  use  for  drinking  purposes, 
and  the  wells  were  dealt  with,  being  closed  or  supply  made  good. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  14  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  to  which  frequent 
visits  have  been  made,  and  they  have  been  well  kept,  and  where  found 
necessary  to  give  notice  to  remedy  defects  they  were  at  once  complied 
with. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

There  are  3  factories  and  84  workshops  including  23  bakehouses  on 
the  Registers.  Visits  have  been  made  to  them,  and  where  necessary 
notices  were  given  to  limewash,  cleanse,  &c.  ;  and  no  case  of  over¬ 
crowding  was  found. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACTS. 

There  are  15  dairies  and  milk  shops,  and  80  cow-keepers  and 
purveyors  of  milk  on  the  Register.  Visits  have  been  made  to  them,  and 
they  have  been  fairly  well  kept,  and  where  necessary  to  give  notice  to 
cleanse  or  remedy  defects  they  were  complied  with.  No  case  of  infected 
milk  supply  had  to  be  dealt  with. 


CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 


During  the  year  I  have  examined  36  boats,  passing  along  the  canals 
in  the  district,  and  found  they  were  registered  to  carry  a  total  of  108,  on 
board  of  which  I  found  a  total  of  80,  consisting  of  42  males,  29  females, 
and  9  children  (under  5  years  of  age).  I  found  no  cause  of  complaint 
against  them,  or  any  infectious  disease  on  board. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

There  are  37  persons  licensed  under  the  above  Acts  to  store  or  sell 
petrol,  benzoline,  carbide  of  calcium,  &c.  The  various  premises  were 
visited  frequently,  and  I  found  no  cause  of  complaint  or  infringement  of 
the  regulations.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  past  year. 

Birth-Rate. — The  number  of  births  registered  amounted 
to  219,  206  of  which  were  legitimate  and  13  illegitimate. 
This  represents  an  annual  birth-rate  of  21.9  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  which,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.  appended,  is 
the  lowest  recorded  birth-rate  for  the  past  eleven  years.  The 
birth-rate,  however,  has  not  shown  a  regular  decrease  during 
this  period — that  for  1908  being  the  highest,  thus  compensating 
to  some  extent  for  the  low  rate  of  1909. 

Death-Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
district  amounted  to  138.  But  from  this  number  must  be 
subtracted  1  death  which  occurred  at  the  Southam  Union 
Workhouse  of  a  resident  of  Northamptonshire,  and  the  addi¬ 
tion  must  be  made  of  7  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  which 
occurred  at  various  outside  public  institutions — 4  at  the 
Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington  ;  1  at  the  County  Lunatic 
Asylum,  Hatton  ;  1  at  the  Home  for  Incurables,  Leamington  ; 

and  1  at  the  General  Hospital,  Birmingham.  With  these 

» 

corrections  the  total  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district 
amounted  to  144,  representing  a  death-rate  of  14.4  per  1,000 
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per  annum.  This  death-rate  is  only  very  slightly  above  the 
lowest  recorded  rate  for  the  past  eleven  years,  which  was  14.1 
in  the  year  1901.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.  appended,  the 
death-rate  during  this  period  shows  great  variations,  but  no 
obvious  tendency  to  decrease.  The  death-rate  for  last  year  is 
the  highest  of  the  rural  districts  in  the  Mid- Warwickshire 
Combination. 

Infant  Mortality. — 25  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
were  registered,  equivalent  to  the  relatively  high  infant 
mortality  of  114  per  1,000  births.  The  larger  number  of 
births  for  1908  (290)  probably  to  some  extent  accounts  for 
this  high  mortality,  but  it  undoubtedly  arises  chiefly  from 
ignorance  of  the  parents  as  to  the  proper  feeding  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  their  children,  coupled  in  many  cases  with  poverty. 
The  causes  of  death  were  mainly  of  a  preventable  nature,  as 
will  be  seen  from  Table  II.  appended — 6  being  due  to  diarrhoea, 
3  to  bronchitis,  4  to  whooping  cough,  3  to  premature  birth,  and 
the  rest  to  various  diseases,  some  of  which — such  as  marasmus 
or  “wasting  disease” — have  their  origin  in  improper  treat¬ 
ment. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. — Two  deaths  were 
attributed  to  diphtheria — 1  at  Napton  and  1  at  Ufton  ;  5 
deaths  of  children  over  one  year  of  age  were  due  to  whooping 
cough.  Including  the  4  infant  deaths  from  whooping  cough 
and  the  6  from  diarrhoea,  there  was  thus  a  total  of  17  deaths 
from  zymotic  disease — equivalent  to  the  high  zymotic  death- 
rate  of  1.69  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  fatal  cases  of 
whooping  cough  were  confined  to  Stockton  and  Mapton. 

Among  other  causes  of  death  3  were  due  to  influenza,  7  to 
phthisis,  27  to  other  diseases  of  the  lungs,  10  to  cancer,  15  to 
heart  diseases,  and  4  to  accidents. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. — The  total  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  was  27,  comparing 
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well  with  64  in  1908,  53  in  1907,  and  80  in  1906.  These  27 
cases  consisted  of  9  cases  of  diphtheria,  9  of  erysipelas,  7  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  2  of  enteric  fever.  The  diphtheria  cases  were 
distributed  as  follows: — 4  at  Southam,  2  at  Bishops  Itchington, 
and  1  each  at  Chesterton,  Napton,  and  Ufton.  Of  the  scarlet 
fever  cases,  2  occurred  at  Harbury,  2  at  long  Itchington,  2  at 
Southam,  and  1  at  Stockton  ;  only  those  occurring  at  Long 
Itchington  and  Southam  were  removed  to  Heathcote  Hospital, 
the  rest  being  isolated  at  home.  The  2  cases  of  enteric  fever 
occurred  respectively  at  Gaydon  and  Long  Itchington  ;  in  the 
former  case  the  disease  probably  originated  in  a  contaminated 
water  supply  ;  in  the  latter  case  the  infection  was  not  definitely 
traced.  Both  cases  of  enteric  were  nursed  at  home. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — 
7  notifications  of  phthisis  in  poor  persons  were  received  from 
the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers.  Where  the  patient  continued 
to  live  at  home  he  was  visited  and  advice  was  given  on  such 
points  as  disposal  of  sputum  and  on  the  desirability  of  sleep¬ 
ing  alone  with  bedroom  window  open.  No  case  was  reported 
of  the  death  or  removal  of  a  poor  phthisical  patient,  so  that 
disinfection  of  premises  was  not  practicable  in  most  cases. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — Napton  Girls’  and  Infants’  School  was  closed  in 
January  for  whooping  cough,  which  was  very  prevalent  both 
at  Napton  and  at  Stockton  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
involving,  as  has  been  pointed  out,  a  considerable  mortality. 
In  July,  Priors  Marston  School  was  closed  on  account  of  the 
prevalence  of  measles,  but  this  outbreak  fortunately  subsided 
before  the  end  of  the  summer  holidays,  without  further  spread.

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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

TO  THE  SOUTHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  and  summary  of  the  work  done 
in  the  Inspector’s  Department  during  the  past  year. 

The  total  number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  was  212,  consisting  of  19 
defective  drains  ;  22  foul  or  choked  drains  ;  14  lots  of  cottages  needing 
repairs;  10  dirty  cottages  cleansed  ;  25  foul  accumulations  ;  25  lots  of 
animals  kept  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  a  nuisance  ;  12  foul  closets  and 
ashpits  ;  19  closets,  &c.,  repaired  or  converted  into  pail  or  earth  closets  ; 
5  defective  pavements  ;  10  unwholesome  water  supplies  ;  4  wells  or 

pumps  requiring  repairs  ;  3  overcrowding  cases,  3  dirty  bakehouses  ; 
17  various  other  nuisances  ;  10  slaughter-houses  limewashed  ;  and  14 
houses  disinfected  after  infectious  disease. 

PUBLIC  DRAINAGE. 

New  drains  have  been  laid  in  the  parishes  of  Gaydon,  Harbury, 
and  Southam  ;  and  the  main  drains  in  Burton  Dassett,  Harbury,  Long 
Itchington,  Napton,  Southam,  and  Ufton  have  been  repaired  and 
cleansed,  and  in  some  cases  trapped  road  gullies  fixed  in  place  of  open 
cesspools. 

The  sewers  in  Fenny  Compton,  Long  Itchington,  and  Southam  have 
been  periodically  flushed  during  the  summer  months. 

Open  ditches  in  Burton  Dassett,  Bishops  Itchington,  Fenny  Comp¬ 
ton,  and  Napton  have  been  cleaned  out  and  cesspools  at  Bishops 
Itchington,  Ladbrook,  and  Ufton. 

New  connections  have  been  made  to  the  main  sewers  in  Harbury 
and  Ufton. 

The  sewage  outfalls  at  Southam  and  Stockton  have  had  constant 
attention. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

17  samples  of  water  have  been  analysed  ;  8  of  these  were  con¬ 

demned  as  unfit  for  drinking  purposes,  chiefly  owing  to  excessive 
vegetable  matter. 

The  wells  were  opened,  examined,  and  thoroughly  cleansed,  after 
which  it  was  generally  found  that  a  second  sample  proved  satisfactory. 

The  public  water  supplies  in  Bishops  Itchington,  Napton,  Stockton, 
Southam,  and  Shuckburgh  have  been  repaired  when  necessary. 
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Under  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  7  occupation  Certifi¬ 
cates  have  been  issued  for  1 1  new  dwellings. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

27  cases  have  been  notified  under  the  Act,  of  which  7  were  scarlet 
fever.  Visits  were  paid  and  disinfectants  and  precautionary  forms 
supplied  ;  4  patients  were  removed  to  Heathcote  Sanatorium. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 

24  boats  have  been  inspected  whilst  passing  along  the  canals  in 
this  district.  The  boats  were  registered  for  74  persons,  and  were 
occupied  by  41.  No  infringement  of  the  Acts  was  noted,  nor  any  case 
of  infectious  disease. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  workshops  and  bakehouses  have  been  inspected,  and  when 
necessary  notices  were  given,  being  chiefly  for  cleanliness. 

A  few  additions  were  made  to  the  Register,  the  number  now  being 
106 — 81  workshops  and  25  bakehouses. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

These  premises  generally  are  kept  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition, 
although  notices  were  necessary  in  a  few  cases  for  structural  defects  and 
cleansing. 

No  case  of  infected  milk  has  been  discovered.  There  are  now  33 
registered  premises.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  past  year. 

Birth-Rate. — The  number  of  births  registered  during 
the  year  amounted  to  252,  equivalent  to  an  annual  birth-rate 
of  21.2  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  slightly  above  the  average  for 
the  preceding  10  years,  which  was  20.2  per  1,000. 

Death-Rate. — Exclusive  of  132  deaths  of  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  district  which  occurred  at  Hatton  County 
Asylum,  the  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
119.  But  to  this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  18 
persons  belonging  to  the  district,  11  of  which  occurred  at  the 
Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington,  6  at  the  Union  Workhouse, 
Warwick,  and  1  at  the  Union  Workhouse,  Solihull.  The  net 
deaths  belonging  to  the  district  for  the  year  were  thus  137, 
equivalent  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  11.5  per  1,000  ;  or  a  rate 
of  12.7  per  1,000  if  the  Asylum  population  be  deducted.  In 
either  case  the  rate  is  well  below  the  average  for  the  previous 
10  years. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  was  17,  giving  the  low  infant  mortality 
of  68  per  1,000  births.  This  compares  well  with  the  average 


136 


rate  for  the  preceding  10  years,  which  was  94.9  per  1,000 
births ;  5  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  premature 

birth,  4  to  marasmus  or  “wasting  disease/’  4  to  pneumonia,  1 
to  whooping  cough.  No  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of 
age  was  registered  as  due  to  diarrhoea. 

Causes  of  Deaths  at  all  Ages. — Two  deaths(  including 
the  infant  death  mentioned)  were  due  to  whooping  cough,  both 
occurring  at  Bishop’s  Tachbrook  in  the  first  months  of  the 
year,  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Schools  in 
February  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  this  disease.  One  death 
of  a  child  at  Sherbourne  was  registered  as  due  to  diarrhoea. 
A  patient  was  removed  from  Whitnash  to  the  Warneford 
Hospital  in  October,  and  was  there  discovered  to  be  suffering 
from  enteric  fever,  from  which  he  died  ;  the  source  of  the 
disease  could  not  be  traced  at  Whitnash.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  from  zymotic  disease  was  thus  4,  giving  the  low 
zymotic  death-rate  of  0.34  per  1,000.  No  death  was  registered 
as  due  either  to  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever. 

Among  other  causes  of  death  5  were  due  to  influenza  ;  3 
to  phthisis ;  12  to  cancer ;  10  each  to  bronchitis  and 

pneumonia  ;  17  to  heart  disease  ;  and  7  to  accidents. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. — 61  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified  as  compared  with  54  during  the 
previous  year.  These  61  cases  consisted  of  15  cases  of 
diphtheria,  8  cases  of  erysipelas,  37  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and 
1  case  of  enteric  fever.  The  cases  of  diphtheria  were  distri¬ 
buted  as  follows  : — 9  at  Budbrooke  Barracks,  3  at  Stoneleigh, 
and  1  each  at  Barford,  Cubbington,  and  Haseley  ;  13  of  the  15 
cases  were  removed  to  Heathcote  Hospital.  Five  of  the  8  cases 
of  erysipelas  occurred  at  Hatton  Asylum — the  rest  were 
scattered  cases.  Eleven  of  the  37  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
occurred  at  Baginton,  where  two  small  outbreaks,  one  in  May 
and  one  in  July,  led  to  the  Schools  being  closed  on  each  occa¬ 
sion.  Five  cases  occurred  in  Budbrooke  village,  3  at  Budbrooke 
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Barracks,  3  at  Wasperton,  2  each  at  Haseley,  Hatton  Village, 
Leek  Wootton,  Rowington,  Shrewley,  and  Tachbrook,  and  1 
each  at  Beausale,  Stoneleigh,  and  Weston-under-Weatherley  ; 
30  of  the  37  cases  were  removed  to  Heathcote  Hospital.  One 
case  of  enteric  fever  was  notified  from  Hatton  Asylum  in 
November. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — 
No  notifications  under  these  Regulations  were  received  during 
the  year. 

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  School 
Children. — In  addition  to  the  closures  of  Bishop’s  Tachbrook 
and  Baginton  Schools  already  mentioned,  it  was  found  neces¬ 
sary  in  January  to  close  Radford  Semele  School  for  measles; 
Wasperton  School  in  June  for  whooping  cough  ;  Offchurch 
School  in  October  for  measles  ;  Hunningham  School  in  Novem¬ 
ber  for  whooping  cough  ;  and  Hatton  School  in  December  for 
influenza.  In  most  of  these  cases  the  children  were  exten¬ 
sively  affected  with  the  diseases  mentioned,  and  the  ordinary 
method  of  exclusion  from  school  of  all  children  likely  to  convey 
infection  did  not  suffice  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

I  now  beg  to  append  the  detailed  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Surveyor  : — 


REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR. 

To  the  Warwick  Rural  District  Council. 

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  showing  a  detailed 
summary  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

The  total  number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  and  improvements  made 
amount  to  498,  and  are  arranged  as  follows  : — 17  houses  or  parts  of 
houses  cleansed  and  limewhitened  ;  19  defective  roofs  or  chimneys 

repaired  ;  3  privies  converted  into  sanitary  closets ;  104  closets 

cleansed  ;  107  ashpits  cleansed  ;  16  accumulations  of  manure  and  refuse 
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removed;  25  choked  drains  opened  up  and  cleansed;  14  drains  in 
defective  condition  repaired  ;  22  new  drains  provided  ;  34  new  sanitary 
gullies  fixed  ;  6  new  cesspools  built ;  3  interceptor  traps  fixed  ;  6  cess¬ 
pools  cleansed  ;  14  pumps  repaired  ;  10  polluted  wells  opened  and 

cleansed  ;  7  bakehouses  cleansed  and  limewhitened  ;  6  workshops  ditto  ; 
8  dairies  and  cowsheds  ditto  ;  41  houses  fumigated  and  disinfected  ;  2 
Schools  ditto  ;  2  nuisances  arising  from  overcrowding  ;  2  swine  kept 
so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  ;  30  nuisances  arising  from  various  causes. 

Total,  498. 

Complaints  were  made  by  the  Leamington  Corporation  as  to  the 
state  of  the  Whitnash  ditch.  A  sub-committee  was  appointed  to 
inspect  the  same  and  at  one  time  it  was  thought  advisable  to  have  a 
‘  ‘sewerage  scheme  ”  for  the  whole  of  the  village.  Owing  to  opposition 
from  the  Parish  Council  it  was  afterwards  determined  to  carry  out  works 
of  a  less  expensive  kind,  and  a  scheme  is  now  being  carried  out  which 
will,  I  hope,  be  successful  in  dealing  with  the  sewage  and  preventing 
any  recurrence  of  the  nuisance. 

No  complaints  arising  from  the  various  rivers  in  the  district  have 
been  received  during  the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889. 

61  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  under  the  above 
Act.  43  patients  have  been  removed  to  Heathcote  Hospital,  and  the 
remaining  18  cases  have  been  isolated  and  treated  at  home.  12 
notifications  were  received  from  Budbrooke  Barracks  and  6  from  Hatton 
Asylum,  all  of  which  are  included  in  the  above  total. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT,  1878  and  1879. 

Most  of  the  premises  registered  under  this  Act  have  been  kept  in 
fair  condition.  A  good  number  of  verbal  notices  have  been  given  to 
cleanse  and  limewhiten  the  cowsheds,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  serve 
8  notices  ;  in  each  case  the  work  has  been  carried  out. 

Many  of  the  sheds  are  small  and  badly  planned,  but  in  all  cases  the 
cows  are  turned  out  for  several  hours  in  the  day,  and  are  not  kept 
closely  confined. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

20  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  analysis,  most  of  them  to 
enable  certificates  of  occupation  under  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act, 
1878,  to  be  granted.  10  wells  were  found  to  be  polluted  either  from 
the  presence  of  sewage  or  an  excess  of  vegetable  matter  ;  in  each  case 
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after  the  well  had  been  opened  and  cleansed,  the  water  was  found  to  be 
fit  for  use. 

The  public  pump  at  Radford  was  repaired  and  put  in  order. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  whole  of  the  bakehouses  and  workshops  registered  under  this 
Act  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  have  been  kept  in  very  fair 
condition.  Notices  to  cleanse  and  limewhiten  have  been  served  to  7  of 
the  former  and  6  of  the  latter.  One  new  bakehouse  has  been  opened 
during  the  year. 

PETROLEUM  ACT. 

All  the  licences  granted  to  persons  to  store  petroleum  and  motor 
spirit  and  carbide  have  been  duly  renewed. 

PUBLIC  DRAINAGE. 

The  slop  and  surface  water  sewers  in  the  various  villages  have  been 
maintained  in  the  usual  manner.  Sewers  have  been  partly  relaid, 
repaired,  flushed,  and  gullies  fixed  in  place  of  open  catch-pits  at  Cubbing- 
ton,  New  Cubbington,  Barford,  Leek  and  Hill  Wootton,  Whitnash, 
Offchurch,  Hampton-on-the-Hill,  Bubbenhall,  Radford,  and  Wasperton, 
and  the  settling  tanks  in  connection  with  the  sewers  have  been  inspected 
and  cleansed  at  frequent  intervals. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 

22  boats  on  the  various  canals  in  the  district  have  been  examined. 
In  one  case  only  was  an  infringement  of  the  Act  found  ;  a  new  boat  was 
without  a  proper  certificate.  On  writing  to  the  Canal  Boat  Inspector 
of  the  Towcester  R.D.C.,  I  was  informed  that  the  boat  had  been  examined 
and  measured  and  a  Certificate  of  Registration  would  be  granted  at  the 
next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council.  No  cases  of  infectious  disease 
were  found  on  any  of  the  boats. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Plans  for  the  erection  of  24  new  dwelling-houses,  9  extensions  to 
present  buildings  and  1  stable,  garage,  &c.,  have  been  submitted  and 
passed  during  the  past  year,  and  my  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Plans 
Committee  who  have  carried  out  their  work  most  carefully  in  examining 
the  plans  presented  to  them.  Certificates  under  the  Public  Health 
(Water)  Act  of  1878  have  been  granted  for  17  houses  erected  and 
occupied  during  the  year.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
during  the  past  year. 

POPULATION. 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Wilson  for  the  estimate  of  the 
population  for  the  middle  of  1909,  which  he  gave  as  60,500. 
This  number  shows  an  increase  of  2,820  over  the  estimated 
population  for  the  previous  year,  so  that,  as  will  be  seen  from 
Table  I.  appended,  the  very  rapid  increase  of  population,  which 
marked  the  year  1907,  and  to  a  less  extent  the  year  of  1908, 
has  shown  a  decided  falling-off  in  1909.  No  doubt  this  fact  is 
accounted  for  by  the  further  depression  of  trade  during  the 
past  year. 


BIRTH-RATE. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  amounted 
to  1,395,  of  which  23  were  illegitimate.  This  is  equivalent  to 
an  annual  birth-rate  of  23.1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  con¬ 
trasting,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.  appended,  with  an 
average  rate  of  27.8  for  the  preceding  ten  years,  and  being  the 
lowest  on  record  for  the  district. 
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DEATH-RATE. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
amounted  to  560,  representing  a  death-rate  of  9.3  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  But  this  does  not  represent  the  nett  death- 
rate  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  following  figures  : —

This  number  represents  the  very  low  nett  annual  death-rate 
of  10.3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  contrasts  well,  as 
will  be  seen  from  Table  I.,  with  an  average  rate  of  12.1  for  the 
preceding  ten  years,  and  indeed  is  the  lowest  death-rate  on 
record  for  the  district. 

i  i  INFANT  MORTALITY. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  I.  the  total  number  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  124,  representing  a  death- 
rate  of  89  per  1,000  births.  This  rate  contrasts  well  with  an 
average  rate  of  116  per  1,000  births  during  the  preceding  ten 
years,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  very  low  rate  of  88  per 
1,000  births  in  1907,  last  year’s  rate  was  the  lowest  recorded 
since  1899,  when  the  conditions  at  Yardley  approximated,  for 
the  most  part,  much  more  nearly  to  those  of  a  country  district 
than  at  present.  Considering  the  recent  great  increase  of 
unemployment  and  consequent  poverty,  together  with  the 
fact  that  every  year  the  district  is  assuming  a  more  urban 
character,  the  low  infant  mortality  is  cause  for  considerable 
congratulation,  more  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  last 


year  the  death-rate  in  the  143  smaller  towns  of  England  and 
Wales  was  111  per  1,000  births  ;  and  in  England  and  Wales 
less  the  76  great  towns  and  the  143  smaller  towns,  98  per  1,000 
births. 

Although  the  absence  of  hot  weather  during  the  summer 
doubtless  tended  to  a  low  infant  mortality,  another  factor 
which  is  of  great  importance  is  the  excellent  work  done  by  Mrs. 
Allen,  the  Health  Visitor  allocated  to  Yardley  by  the  County 
Council  at  the  end  of  1908.  She  has  been  greatly  aided  in  her 
work  by  an  informal  committee,  and  later  by  the  formation  of 
an  Infant  Health  Society.  The  adoption  by  the  County  of  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  given  the  Health  Visitor 
the  much-needed  accurate  and  prompt  information  of  the 
address  where  her  advice  would  be  helpful. 

Table  IV.  appended  gives  the  various  causes  of  infant 
deaths.  It  will  be  observed  that  only  7  deaths  were  due  to 
diarrhoea,  whilst  29  were  due  to  premature  birth,  25  to  maras¬ 
mus  or  “wasting  disease,”  and  22  to  pneumonia  and  bronchi¬ 
tis,  many  of  which  deaths  being  no  doubt  of  a  preventable 
nature.  Much  scope  for  education  of  parents  therefore  exists, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  further  steps  will  be  taken  in  the 
prevention  of  waste  of  child  life,  more  especially  in  view  of  the 
declining  birth-rate. 

PRINCIPAL  ZYMOTIC  AND  OTHER  DISEASES— THEIR 
INCIDENCE  AND  MORTALITY. 

Tables  II.  and  III.  appended  set  forth  the  statistics  in 
connection  with  this  subject  : — 

1.  Small-Pox. — No  case  of  Small-pox  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

2.  Measles. — 15  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to 
measles,  of  which  10  were  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  of 
age.  All  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  when  a 
severe  epidemic  of  this  disease  necessitated  the  closure  of  St. 


John’s  Sparkhill  Infants’,  College  Road  Council  Infants’,  Red 
Hill  Road  Council  Infants’,  Greet  Council  Infants’,  and  Hall 
Green  Council  School.  Considering  the  severity  of  the 
epidemic  of  measles  in  Birmingham  during  this  period,  Yardley 
cannot  be  said  to  have  suffered  more  acutely  than  would  have 
been  expected. 

3.  Scarlet  Fever. — 278  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  359  during  1908  and 
266  during  1907.  The  deaths  numbered  3,  as  compared  with 
8  in  1908,  representing  the  low  rate  of  0.05  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  and  a  fatality-rate  of  0.8  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
notified.  Of  these  3  deaths,  1  occurred  at  the  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital,  1  at  the  Birmingham  Isolation  Hospital  at  Little 
Bromwich,  and  1  at  the  patient’s  home,  all  occurring  towards 
the  close  of  the  year.  121  of  the  total  of  278  cases  notified 
were  removed  to  hospital.  Although  further  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  continued  to  be  felt  as  an  urgent  need,  the  majority 
of  the  cases  isolated  at  home  caused  no  further  spread  of  the 
disease  in  the  household  of  the  patient.  Greet  and  Rural 
Sparkhill  gave  the  largest  return  of  cases  ;  Acocks  Green  and 
Hay  Mills  being  the  least  affected. 

4.  Whooping  Cough. — The  district  has  been  compara¬ 
tively  free  from  this  disease  during  the  year,  only  3  deaths 
being  registered — 2  of  infants  and  1  of  a  child  of  four  years  of 
age.  This  number  contrasts  well  with  a  total  of  11  deaths  in 
1908,  and  represents  a  death-rate  of  0.05  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation. 

5.  Diphtheria.— The  deaths  from  this  disease  amounted 
to  16,  comparing  with  6  in  1908  and  12  in  1907,  and  represent¬ 
ing  a  death-rate  of  0.26  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
number  of  cases  notified  was  126,  comparing  with  110  in  1908 
and  187  in  1907.  The  fatality-rate  last  year  was  thus  12.7 
per  cent,  of  the  cases.  The  deaths  occurred  chiefly  in  the  last 
half  of  the  year.  The  cases  were  widely  scattered  through  the 
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district,  Hay  Mills  and  East  Sparkhill  giving  the  smallest 
numbers,  and  Hall  Green,  Greet,  and  Yardley  the  most.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  relatively  the  poorer  districts  do  not 
show  a  greater  incidence  of  either  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever 
than  the  newer  districts  where  the  houses  are  of  a  larger  and 
better  type,  and  the  inhabitants  in  better  circumstances. 

6.  Fevers — Typhoid  or  Enteric,  and  Puerperal. — 
Typhoid  fever  accounted  for  2  deaths,  as  contrasted  with  1  in 
1908.  Of  these,  1  occurred  at  Yardley,  and  1  at  Solihull 
Workhouse  Infirmary  after  removal  from  Greet.  The  number 
of  cases  notified  was  12,  comparing  with  13  in  1908  and  21  in 
1907. 

Of  3  cases  of  puerperal  fever  notified  2  proved  fatal.  These 
cases  were  quite  unconnected,  and  the  strictest  precautions 
were  taken  to  prevent  the  midwife  implicated  from  practising 
before  all  chance  of  further  infection  had  been  removed. 

7.  Diarrhcea. — Only  8  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to 
diarrhoea,  all  among  infants.  No  doubt  the  low  incidence  of 
this  disease  was  chiefly  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  absence  of 
any  continuous  hot  weather  during  the  summer. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  due  to  the  seven  principal 
zymotic  diseases  was  thus  47,  representing  the  comparatively 
low  zymotic  death-rate  of  0.78  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  compares  well  with  the  zymotic  death-rate  for  the  dis¬ 
trict  in  1908  of  0.85  per  1,000,  and  also  with  the  rate  of  0.80 
for  the  rural  and  smaller  urban  districts  of  England  and  Wales 
during  1909. 

Including  54  scattered  cases  of  erysipelas,  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year 
amounted  to  473,  comparing  with  530  in  1908,  and  529  in 
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1907.  The  distribution  in  respect  to  wards  is  given  in  the 
following  table  : —

Amongst  various  causes  of  death  not  already  mentioned, 
16  were  due  to  Influenza,  contrasting  with  26  during  the 
previous  year.  The  deaths  from  Phthisis  numbered  49, 
comparing  with  50  during  the  previous  year,  and  giving  a 
death-rate  of  0.81  per  1,000.  The  deaths  from  Cancer 
numbered  42,  comparing  with  53  during  the  previous  year, 
and  giving  a  death-rate  of  0.69  per  1,000.  The  number  of 
deaths  and  ages  at  death  in  the  case  of  other  diseases  will  be 
seen  from  Table  II.  appended. 

On  the  whole  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district  for  the  year 
have  been  very  satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS, 

1908. 

Under  these  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  Jan. 
1st,  1909,  16  cases  of  phthisis  in  poor  persons  were  notified 
in  the  district  by  parish  medical  officers  and  Poor  Law  Officials. 

By  the  kind  arrangement  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  the  newly-appointed  Health  Visitor  undertook  to 
visit  and  give  advice  in  those  cases  where  the  patient  continued 
to  live  at  home,  with  special  reference  to  such  points  as  dis¬ 
posal  of  sputum  and  the  advisability  of  sleeping  alone  with 
window  open. 
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In  addition  to  these  notifications  7  were  received  from  the 
Solihull  Union  Workhouse  of  phthisical  patients  who  had  been 
admitted  from  Yardley.  In  these  cases,  where  practicable, 
disinfection  was  carried  out  of  the  houses  the  patients  had  left. 

It  may  be  mentioned  here  that  apart  altogether  from  these 
Regulations  it  is  the  invariable  practice  that  in  every  case  of 
death  from  phthisis  occurring  in  the  district,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  visits  and  offers  to  disinfect  the  room  or  rooms 
occupied  by  the  patient,  an  offer  of  which  the  relatives  are 
usually  glad  to  avail  themselves. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  proper  hospital  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  typhoid  has  now 
become  a  pressing  necessity.  The  accommodation  of  the 
present  scarlet  fever  hospital  has  been  greatly  overtaxed 
during  the  year,  and  though  shortly,  by  the  withdrawal  of 
Solihull  from  its  participation  in  this  hospital,  the  whole  of  it 
will  be  at  the  service  of  Yardley,  my  own  opinion  is  that  a 
new  hospital  should  be  erected  on  modern  lines,  and  that  the 
whole  of  the  old  one  should  be  discarded. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE 

DETAILS. 

From  the  appended  detailed  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  it  will  be  seen  that  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects 
have  received  continuous  careful  attention.  House  to  house 
inspection  has  been  systematically  carried  out  in  Greet  and 
Sparkhill  with  much  useful  result  in  the  discovery  and  remedy¬ 
ing  of  insanitary  conditions.  Work  in  connection  with  cases 
of  infectious  disease  notified  has  been  among  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Inspector  and  his  Assistant. 
Slaughter-houses  and  butcher’s  shops  have  been  well  super¬ 
vised,  and  due  attention  given  to  work  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Act,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Orders,  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  Canal  Boats  Act,  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  and  the 
various  other  departments  of  sanitary  administration. 
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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Yardley  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourth  annual  report  of  the 
sanitary  and  other  work  carried  out  in  my  department  during  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1909. 

NUISANCES. 

The  50  nuisances  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report  as  remaining 
on  the  books  at  the  end  of  1908  were  attended  to  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  total  number  of  nuisances  or  infringements  under  the 
various  Acts  found  and  reported  upon  during  the  year  amounted  to 
1,243,  °I  which  1,231  have  been  remedied,  leaving  12  remaining  on  the 
books  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  545  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances.  In  addition,  1,024  letters  and  circulars  were  sent  out.  No 
prosecutions  have  been  necessary  to  enforce  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
during  the  year. 

The  Complaint  Register  shows  that  127  complaints  of  various 
matters  were  received  during  the  year.  All  these  were  investigated, 
and  action  taken  where  required. 

The  nuisances  dealt  with  are  summarised  as  follows  : — 369  houses 
or  parts  of  houses  disinfected  after  infectious  disease  ;  1  school  dis¬ 

infected  ;  43  houses  cleansed  (walls  and  ceilings)  ;  95  houses  repaired 
(roofs,  floors,  stairs,  etc.)  ;  2  houses  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
under  the  housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890  ;  28  houses  supplied 
with  tap  water  ;  3  prem  ises  provided  with  proper  drainage  ;  57  stoppd 
drains  opened  and  cleansed  ;  75  drains  reconstructed,  relaid,  repaired, 
or  trapped  ;  58  water  closets  repaired  ;  7  water  closets  provided  with 
flushing  cisterns  ;  5  water  closets  limewashed  ;  30  foul  and  defective 
sinks  repaired  ;  20  sanitary  sinks  provided  ;  95  spoutings  and  cisterns 
repaired  ;  2  midden  privies  converted  to  water  closets  ;  11  pail  privies 
converted  to  water  closets  ;  125  ashpits  repaired  or  reconstructed  ;  7 
galvanised  iron  recep  tacles  provided  for  ashes  ;  6  polluted  wells  closed  ; 
1  water  removed  from  cellars  ;  35  back  yards  and  passages  paved  or 
repaired  ;  39  nuisances  from  the  keeping  of  animals  removed  ;  13 

accumulations  of  manure,  offensive  matter,  etc.,  removed  ;  7  manure 
pits  provided  ;  1  dumbwell  repaired  ;  8  cases  of  overcrowding  abated  ; 
15  damp  walls  of  houses  rendered  dry  ;  8  dark  and  unventilatd 


pantries  provided  with  means  of  lighting  and  ventilation  ;  io  wash¬ 
houses  repaired  ;  2  smoke  nuisances  abated  ;  18  contraventions  of  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders,  1885,  remedied;  15  work¬ 
shops  and  bakehouses  cleansed  ;  1  slaughter-house  floor  relaid  ;  2 

wooden  erections,  etc.,  erected  in  contravention  of  the  Bye-laws 
reported  to  the  Surveyor  ;  12  reports  of  defective  water  fittings  to 
the  Birmingham  Corporation  Water  Department ;  5  reports  to  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories  of  offences  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops 
Act ;  12  remaining  on  books.  Total,  1,243. 


HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

In  compliance  with  the  Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
systematic  house  to  house  inspection  has  been  made  of  a  portion  of  the 
district  during  the  year.  In  this  way,  489  houses  have  been  thoroughly 
examined,  and  432  various  sanitary  defects  were  discovered.  The

walls,  ceilings,  and  stairs  ;  20  leaky  roofs  (causing  dampness)  ;  56  leaky 
spoutings  and  cisterns  (causing  dampness)  ;  14  damp  walls  ;  35  stopped 
and  untrapped  drains  ;  35  choked  and  foul  water  closets  ;  33  foul  and 
defective  sinks  ;  24  unpaved  or  badly  paved  yards  or  passages  ;  92 
want  of  proper  ashpits  for  house  refuse  ;  17  animals  kept  so  as  to  be  a 
nuisance  ;  25  defective  wash-houses  ;  2  cases  of  overcrowding.  Total, 
432. 


BLACK  SMOKE. 


There  are  several  large  works  in  the  district,  the  chimneys  of  which 
at  times  send  forth  quantities  of  black  smoke.  During  the  year  43 
observations,  of  one  hour’s  duration,  were  taken  of  the  different 
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chimneys,  and  it  was  found  that  dense  black  smoke  was  emitted  for 
periods  varying  from  2  to  18  minutes  in  the  hour.  On  4  occasions  it 
was  found  that  the  emissions  exceeded  15  minutes  in  the  hour,  and 
the  firms  were  advised  of  the  nuisances  and  were  cautioned. 

In  J  uly  last  a  petition  signed  by  twenty- two  residents  in  Stockfield 
Road,  Acocks  Green,  was  received  complaining  of  a  nuisance  caused  by 
the  emission  of  smoke  from  a  chimney  at  a  large  factory  situated  at  the 
rear  of  their  houses.  Repeated  observations  were  taken  of  the  chimney 
complained  of,  and  the  results  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee 
at  their  monthly  meetings  in  July  and  August.  As  the  quantity  of 
black  smoke  which  was  emitted  did  not  amount  to  15  minutes  in  the 
hour,  I  was  instructed  to  take  further  observations.  At  the  next 
meeting  of  your  Committee  in  September,  I  reported  the  results  of 
further  observations,  which  showed  that  smoke  was  emitted  on  two 
occasions  and  amounted  to  16  and  18  minutes  in  the  hour.  As  the 
quantity  of  smoke  emitted  was  considered  sufficient  to  cause  a  nuisance, 
I  was  authorised  to  serve  the  firm  with  a  notice  to  abate  the  nuisance. 
Before  the  notice  was  served,  however,  steps  had  been  taken  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  smoke,  and  since  then  no  further  complaints  have  been 
received. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  necessary  during  the  year. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1889,  AND 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (PREVENTION)  ACT,  1890. 

473  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  during  the  year,  compared  with  530  cases  for  the  year  1908. 

These  consisted  of  278  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  126  of  diphtheria,  12 
typhoid  fever,  3  puerperal  fever,  and  54  of  erysipelas.  Of  the  scarlet 
fever  cases  12 1  were  removed  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital.  As  usual, 
every  house  in  which  a  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  was  visited 
and  enquiries  made  with  a  view  of  tracing  the  origin  of  the  disease  ;  the 
premises  were  examined,  and  printed  instructions  left  as  to  the  pre¬ 
cautions  to  be  taken  in  order  to  check  the  spread  of  infection.  Where 
patients  were  not  removed  to  the  hospital,  but  were  treated  at  their 
own  homes,  frequent  visits  were  paid  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  neces¬ 
sary  precautions  were  being  carried  out.  Disinfectants  were  supplied 
where  necessary.  No  children  from  infected  houses  were  permitted  to 
attend  school,  and  all  cases  were  reported  to  the  Head  Teachers  forth¬ 
with.  After  removal  or  recovery  of  the  patients  the  infected  bedding, 


clothing,  etc.,  were  either  disinfected  on  the  premises  or  removed  to  the 
hospital  to  be  disinfected  by  the  steam  disinfector,  and  the  houses 
fumigated.  After  disinfection  had  been  carried  out  the  School  Authori¬ 
ties  were  again  notified,  informing  them  when  the  children  could  resume 
attendance  at  school.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  WATER  ACT,  1878. 

During  the  year  21  samples  of  water  from  wells  were  submitted 
to  the  County  Analyst  for  analysis,  10  of  which  were  reported  as  being 
unfit  for  drinking  purposes  ;  13  of  these  samples  were  taken  from  old 
wells,  which  were  suspected  as  being  polluted,  and  8  of  the  samples 
were  condemned.  In  all  the  cases  the  wells  have  either  been  closed  or 
have  discontinued  to  be  used  for  drinking  purposes,  and  supplies  of  tap 
water  laid  on  to  the  premises  from  the  Birmingham  water  mains.  The 
remaining  8  samples  were  taken  from  new  wells,  which  were  sunk  to 
supply  9  new  houses  erected  outside  the  area  of  the  Birmingham  water 
mains,  and  2  of  these  were  certified  as  being  unsatisfactory,  but  on 
further  samples  being  submitted,  both  were  reported  as  being  fit  for 
drinking  purposes. 

Certificates  were  given  in  accordance  with  the  above  Act  for  the 
occupation  of  the  houses,  after  being  reported  upon  to  the  Council.

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS) 

ACT, 

1878  AND 

1886, 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER,  1885. 


The  number  of  persons  registered  to  sell  milk  in  the  district  now 
amounts  to  317,  compared  with  278  for  the  year  1908,  being  an  increase 
of  39.  These  consist  of  51  cow-keepers,  199  dairies  or  milk  shops,  and 
67  purveyors.  53  new  certificates  were  granted  during  the  year,  27 
transferred,  and  14  cancelled.  Close  attention  was  again  given  to  this 
important  branch  of  the  work,  and  I  am  again  able  to  report  a  great 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  different  premises  generally.  The 
occupiers,  especially  the  cow-keepers,  appear  to  begin  to  appreciate 
the  necessity  for  cleanliness,  the  sheds  and  yards  being  kept  much 
cleaner  than  formerly.  Owing  to  the  attention  which  I  gave  to  these 
premises  during  the  previous  two  years  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  call 
upon  the  occupiers  to  remedy  so  many  contraventions  of  the  regula¬ 
tions.  Circulars  were  sent  to  all  the  cow-keepers  twice  during  the 
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year  directing  their  attention  to  the  sections  of  the  Council’s  regula¬ 
tions  requiring  the  periodic  cleansing  and  limewashing  of  the  cowsheds, 
i.e.,  during  the  months  of  May  and  October,  and  the  requirements  were 
duly  complied  with.  In  13  instances  notices  were  served  with  regard 
to  various  contraventions,  which  were  afterwards  remedied.  Three 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  1  of  diphtheria  were  reported,  which  occurred 
af  four  different  milkshops.  In  each  case  the  sale  of  milk  was  stopped 
until  the  premises  had  been  disinfected  and  cleansed.  Every  precaution 
was  taken,  and  there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  infection  in  either 
case.

THE  SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1875  to  1907. 

During  the  year  60  samples  of  food,  consisting  of  43  of  milk,  12  of 

S' 

butter,  2  of  margarine,  1  of  lard,  and  2  of  vinegar  were  procured  under 
the  above  Acts  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis.  Of 
these  3  were  certified  as  being  adulterated,  the  amount  of  adulteration 
being  5  per  cent.,  as  against  15.3  per  cent  in  1908,  thus  showing  a  con¬ 
siderable  decrease.  In  one  of  the  cases,  the  farmer  was  requested  to 
appear  before  the  Health  Committee,  and  was  cautioned,  and  in  the 
other  two  cases  prosecutions  were  taken  and  convictions  obtained.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  now  18  registered  or  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the 
district,  compared  with  17  for  the  year  1908,  a  new  one  having  been 
erected  at  Yardley  Road,  South  Yardley.  Frequent  visits  were  made 
to  the  different  premises  during  the  year,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of 
each  one  has  been  well  maintained.  The  necessary  limewashing  every 
three  months  has  been  duly  carried  out.  In  one  instance  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  request  the  occupier  to  remedy  a  defective  floor,  and  to  provide 
a  proper  manure  pit,  and  the  work  was  carried  out  accordingly. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

Close  attention  has  again  been  given  to  this  branch  of  the  work 
during  the  past  year.  Frequent  visits  were  made  to  the  different 
slaughter-houses  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  carcases  of  animals 
while  slaughtering  was  carried  on.  In  several  instances  I  found  various 
organs  of  animals  which  were  diseased,  and  these  were  given  up  and 
destroyed.  In  one  instance  I  was  requested  by  a  butcher  to  inspect 
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the  carcase  of  a  sheep  which  had  been  slaughtered,  after  being  injured 
by  accident,  but  found  that  the  carcase  had  only  been  torn  and  was 
otherwise  quite  sound.  In  another  instance  I  was  requested  by  a 
butcher  to  inspect  the  carcase  of  a  cow  of  which  he  was  doubtful.  On 
making  an  examination  I  found  that  the  liver  and  spleen  were  unsound, 
but  the  other  organs  and  carcase  quite  healthy.  The  carcase  was  there¬ 
fore  passed  as  being  quite  sound,  and  the  liver  and  spleen  were  given  up 
and  destroyed. 

In  February  last  on  visiting  a  butcher’s  shop  in  Coventry  Road, 
Hay  Mills,  I  found  a  cow’s  liver  which  had  been  cut  into  several  pieces, 
and  which  was  badly  afflicted  with  tuberculosis,  exposed  for  sale.  I 
also  found  a  piece  of  beef  weighing  6Mbs.,  which  was  in  a  state  of 
decomposition  hanging  in  the  shop.  I  was  informed  by  the  butcher 
that  he  had  purchased  the  liver  from  the  Birmingham  market  that  same 
day.  I  seized  the  meat  as  being  unfit  for  human  food,  and  after  same 
had  been  condemned  by  a  magistrate  it  was  destroyed.  Legal  proceed¬ 
ings  were  taken  against  the  butcher,  and  he  was  convicted  and  fined 
£10  and  £i  costs.  The  amount  of  unsound  meat  which  was  either 
seized  or  surrendered  during  the  year  and  destroyed  weighed  681bs. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  total  number  of  workshops  and  workplaces  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year  amounted  to  145,  of  which  37  are  bakehouses.  16 
new  workshops  and  1  bakehouse  were  registered  during  the  year. 
Notices  were  also  received  of  46  houses  where  work  was  carried  on  at 
home.  These  are  classed  as  outworkers.  These  outworkers  are  mostly 
employed  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel.  Altogether  215  visits  were 
made  to  the  various  premises  during  the  year,  and  24  nuisances  or 
contraventions  of  the  Act  were  found  and  remedied.  These  are 
summarised  as  follows  : — 9  bakehouses  cleansed  and  limewashed  ;  6 
workshops  cleansed  and  limewashed  ;  1  house  cleansed  (outworker’s 

premises)  ;  1  yard  paved  (outworker’s  premises)  ;  1  sink  repaired 

(outworker’s  premises)  ;  1  cistern  repaired  (outworker’s  premises)  ; 

5  failures  to  exhibit  Abstract  of  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  reported  to 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

With  these  exceptions  the  condition  of  the  different  premises  were 
found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS,  1877  and  1884. 

During  the  past  year  23  canal  boats  have  been  examined  while 
passing  along  the  canals  in  this  district.  These  boats  were  registered 
to  carry  83  persons.  The  total  numbers  found  occupying  these  boats 
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were  33  men,  19  women,  and  8  children  ;  one  of  the  children  was  above 
school  age.  All  the  boats  were  found  to  be  in  a  clean  condition,  and  in 
good  repair,  and  no  infringements  of  the  above  Acts  or  regulations  were 
discovered.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  found  on  any  of  the  boats. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

Two  licenses  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  have  been  applied  for 
and  granted  during  the  year,  and  18  of  the  22  existing  licenses  were 
renewed.  There  are  now  20  persons  in  the  district  licensed  to  store  or
